Don’t Hesitate 

The old adage, “He who hesitates 
is lost,’ should be changed to 
read, “If you hesitate you lose it,” 
when applied to the field of collect- 
ing. How many of us have hesitated 
over the purchase of some small item 
and decided to “sleep over it,’ only 
to find that when we returned with 
new resolve, our little treasure had 
passed into other hands. Almost in- 
variably, in my own case, it has hap- 
pened that my hindsight paid few 
dividends. As a collector, roaming 
hill and dale in the bygone days when 
automobiles carried passengers 
wherever their whims took them, I 
was always coming upon a rare bit 
of this and that. The trouble was 
that the rarity wasn’t quite so rare 
but that I might find it at a cheaper 
figure at the next port of call. In my 
innocence, therefore, I would care- 
fully list the article and the asking 
price and promise to write back for 
it. Many times I did write back, for 
a further search revealed nothing of 
merit. And almost as many times 
I had my check returned with a note 
saying, “Sorry, the little bird has 
flown.” In the few instances when 
my hindsight was rewarded with a 
purchase, I still realized that had I 
made up my mind in the first place, 
I could have saved quite a bit of 
wear and tear, to say nothing of the 
disappointment. I still recall the 
time i hesitated about buying a lustre 
tea set for $25 and drove back 30 
miles after I had convinced myself 
I should make the purchase. The 
dealer told me that the next visitor 
had purchased the set and taken it 
with him. Then there is the C & I 
print I bought for twice its originai 
price because I couldn’t make up my 
mind in timé to keep it from another 
dealer. I am convinced that my ex- 
perience 1s by no means unique. 
Every time I’m with a group discuss- 
ing antiques, someone is sure to men- 
tion what he missed because he hesi- 
tated too long. 

Lately, I have come upon another 
side of the picture. An item ad- 
vertized in the pages of HOBBTES 
is usually only one of a kind. Ina 
magazine of such large circulativn, 
the chances are that a number of peo- 
pie will desire to acquire the article 
in question. People who have been 
disappointed before soon learn the 
advisability of writing at once in the 
hope of heading off other possible 
purchasers. But there is more to it 
than mereiy being an early bird,

Some time ago I advertized for 
sale a very lovely Satin glass basket. 
I stated color, size and price. Yet 
of the ten replies I received in the 
first day’s mail, a third asked infor- 
mation on the details already men- 
tioned. Approximately half of the 
replies requested added information, 
drawings, etc.; some asked that the 
article be sent COD for their inspec- 
tion. Does the reader suppose that 
any of these people acquired the 
basket? Dealers, certainly, won’t need 
the proverbial three guesses. The an- 
swer is that not a single Satin glass 
collector made the grade on this one. 
It went to a big city dealer who sent 
her check with the first letter. My 
guess is that some collector will pay 
a handsome price for this piece 
simply because she was not willing to 
take a chance. As a matter of fact, 
the risks involved in buying sight 
unseen are far less than the unin- 
itiated might think. A reliable deal- 
er is always willing to refund money 
provided an article is sent back by 
return mail and in as good condition 
as it was sent. While in many in- 
stances the same item will be avail- 
able again, it may be months or years 
that the person is deprived of the 
pleasures which would have come 
with an earlier acquisition. 


The Lowly Bone Dish 

Those crescent shaped dishes that 
grandmother was supposed to slide 
next to the plates whenever chicken 
was served have taken a new lease 
on life. I have seen these bone dish- 
es used for salads and hors d’ouvre 
in a number of homes. Now the sur- 
est sign of their popularity is the 
fact that reproductions are being sold 
in the large metropolitan department 
stores. The reproductions are of 
plain and milk glass as well as in 
china; but I have never seen the 
originals in anything but china. A 
search through old cupboards would 
still reveal many a set of these bone 
dishes. Of all parts of a table set- 
ting, they were the least often used 
in former days. When discovered, to- 
day, the entire set is usually intact, 
unchipped and unstained. 

Perhaps the current popularity of 
the bone dish is due to food ration- 
ing; at least, an individual salad ar- 
ranged on such a dish certainly will 
be smaller than one placed on a 
round plate. But more important 
than the food limitation is the saving 
in table space which is involved. The 
modern table is not a particularly 
wide and festive board. The fact 
that the crescent shaped bone dish 
fits snugly around the plate makes 
for great compactness in arranging 
the table setting. People are find- 
ing that it is not necessary to get 
a set of bone dishes to match their 
own china. A contrast in color or 
design is quite pleasing.

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NOTES ON MOVEABLE DOLLS 


By ALICE R. ANDREWS 


OVEABLE dolls go back to the 
early days of mankind; walking, 
“talking,” and musical dolls are of 
much earlier date than many suppose. 
There ig evidence of the approach 
to automata in the time of the 
Egyptians, many years before Christ, 
when figures with hinged limbs were 
made, thus “unfreezing” and adding 
motion to images made in the likeness 
of man and beasts. 

The progress of the art of automata 
making (and by automata one is con- 
strained to think only of machines 
which are self-moving or have their 
motive power within themselves, — 
and without active intelligence) is 
not clearly defined in history. 

There are remnants of the thought 
that Arcynytus made a wooden pigeon 
which could fly. There are remnants 
of the thought that Regiomontanus 
(Johann Muller, 1436-1476, German 
Astronomer, and Mathematician) 
made an iron insect that could fly. 
However, modern authorities on “go- 
ing” mechanisms are doubtful tat 
in the days of prime movers of great 
size enough power could have been 
crammed into their contents to make 
them do the things which these rem- 
nants of thought claim for them. 

The art of making automata, genu- 
ine automata, reached a height in the 
works of Vaucanson, Jajuet Droz 
and Maillardet in the 18th century, 
and then went through a phase of cor- 
ruption in the works of pseudo-auto- 
mata such as chess-playing mechan- 
isms, etc., whose makers not only 
claimed they were automata but had 
“a power of decision’—which we 
know cannot be, except in the case of 
the human intellect. 

Around 1824, John Maelzel (1772- 
1838), an inventer of various musical 
instruments and of the famous metro- 
nome, (by which time can be meas- 
ured), patented a doll that said 
“Mama” and “Papa.” This doll was 
first manufactured in Paris in 1816. 
Maelzel spent the last years of his life 
in the United States. 

In many of the mechanical toys, 
music is second in importance, while 
many others have been produced for 
musie only. 

Today we have performing dolls 
which can not only move, but speak 


and sing. W. W. Jacques, of Newton, 
Mass., assignor to the Edison Phono- 
graph Toy Manufacturing Company 
of Maine, took out a patent for a 
Combined Doll and Phonograph, No. 
383,299, Patented May 22, 1888. 

The story of moveable dolls is one 
that can not be covered fully in one 
brief magazine article. However, it 
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is a story worthy of considerable 
study and thought, for moveable dolls 
reflect the thought development of 
man, particularly as applied to auto- 
mata.

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LITERATURE ON DOLLS

HREE years old, 60 members, still 

growing, that is the brief history 
of the dollology club of Washington, 
D. C. Members of the club, in setting 
up a tentative program for the cur- 
rent year, found. through a question- 
naire, that literature about dolls held 
an important place in all minds. 

The capitol city with the splendid 
facilities of the Congressional Library 
offered a choice spot for research in 
this field. Public libraries and school 
libraries were also brought into use, 
and the club compiled the following 
doll bibliography, which was mimeo- 
graphed for each club member:

Mrs. Wil- 
liam Garrison, a member of the club, 
who owns the doll, lent it for exhibi- 
tion. Drawings and pictures are shown 
in the Johl book, “Fascinating Story 
of Dolls.” 

Mrs. Harry Frantz, chairman of the 
committee introduced your correspon- 
dent, who spoke on literature pertain- 
ing to the making and creating of 
dolls. She illustrated the talk with 
samples from the lowly paper doll to 
the modern plastic. Mrs. James Waldo 
Fawcett, another speaker, made her 
topic vitally interesting by manipulat- 
ing a marionette of her own creation. 
It was a juggler dressed in rich silk 
and embroidery. Books dealing with 
marionettes and puppets were shown 
by Mrs. Fawcett, Mrs. Laura Waters: 
doll shop owner, Washington, D. C., 
gave thoughts on the workings of a 
doll shop. 

Mrs. Harry Frantz set up an ideal 
goal for the club—collecting all ma- 
terial about dolls, their creation, their 
costumes, their homes and their folk 
lore—to be used at some later date 
for publication. 

Visitors from other cities who were 
at the club’s meeting stated that they 
had felt it a real inspiration, and were 
so glad they had been able to attend.

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SLAVE ANKLETS 
IN GREECE AND ROME 


BY ESTHER STOWELL 


| ie IS not generally known that the 
women of ancient Greece and 
Rome, especially those of the wealthy 
class, often wore slave anklets of the 
Oriental type. These anklets which 
consisted of heavy gold rings joined 
by a short chain, hobbled the wearer 
and reduced her to the state of femin- 
ine helplessness, so prized in the 
Orient. 

The manner in which this kind of 
slave jewelry was introduced into 
classical life is fairly clear. When 
Alexander the Great conquered Per- 
sia, he found there a wealth of Orien- 
tal luxury which seemed strange and 
exotic to the simple Greeks. The 
conquerors soon adopted some of the 
customs of the conquered, and it is 
not surprising that some of the Per- 
sian ankle-chains, originally intend- 
ed for harem fetters, found their 
way into Greece. There they were 
eagerly seized upon by the Greek wo- 
men, who snapped the strange Orien- 
tal ornaments about their ankles, and 
set a fashion of going about with 
tiny halting steps like a Persian con- 
cubine.

There seems to have been no com-' 


pulsion in regard to the wearing of 
ankle-chains by the women of Greece 
and Rome. None was needed. They 
realized at once that here was an 
ornament which strongly accented 
and emphasized a woman’s feminini- 
ty, and suggested, symbolically, male 
domination. 

A certain limited number of slaves 
seems to have been the only group 
forced to adopt the new Oriental 
ornaments. The Greek author, Athe- 
naeus, specifically mentions the bath 
attendants in Sybaris. This city, a 
Greek colony in Italy, was so pros- 
perous, and life there so luxurious, 
that even today we speak of one 
who has everything as a “Sybarite.”’ 
In order to prevent their bath at- 
tendants from hurrying and spilling 
hot oil over their masters, the res- 
idents of Sybaris kept them in ankle- 
chains. Of course, nothing less than 
gold would be appropriate as fet- 
ters for a Sybarite slave. 

The Romans also kept certain of 
their slaves in gold chains. The boy 
pages who accompanied their master 
to the baths were ankle-chained, and 
Pliny the Elder commented that the 
presence of these luxuriously jeweled 
and chained boys “has completely 
changed the aspect of our public 
baths.” It was the fashion in Rome 
to acquire a large number of these 
pages, adorn them, and show them 
off as evidence of their master’s 
wealth and artistic taste. The boy 
Asiaticus, an especial favorite of the 
emperor, Vitellius, is supposed to 
have been kept in slave anklets af- 
ter an attempted escape. | 

With these exceptions, the wear- 
ing of slave anklets was purely vol- 
untary. As an indication of their 
popularity, Pausanias describes a 
statute of Aphrodite, the Goddess of 
Love, erected in a town of Laconia. 
The sculptor had portrayed her as 
wearing gilded ankle-fetters in order 
to enhance her femininity. The 
Greeks called these ornaments pedai, 
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chlidonos, and sometimes perisceli- 
des. The Romans called them com- 
pedes, which name also served for 
the chains on farm slaves. 

The wearing of jeweled slave chains 
about the ankles became so prevalent 
that no less than four great church- 
men thundered against their use. St. 
Clement of Alexandria, writing in 
the first century, showed that he 
clearly understood the significance of 
ankle-chains. “Applying things to 
the body, as if they were suitable, 
begets a habit of lying and false- 
hood; and shows not what is decor- 
ous, simple and truly childlike, but 
what is pompous, luxurious, and ef- 
feminate. And they know not how 
great is their transgression in fast- 
ening around themselves ten thous- 
and rich chains, as they say that 
among the barbarians, malefactors

By STEPHEN FASSETT 


HE name Pathé is famous the 

world over, wherever there are re- 
cord fans or motion picture addicts. A 
complete history of this firm would 
make fascinating reading. Lack of 
space and the knowledge to fill it, 
however, limit me to the following re- 
marks, which I hope will give the 
reader some idea of the story of 
Pathé records. 

Originally a French company, with

headquarters in Paris, by 1914 Pathé 
Freres had affiliated companies bear- 
ings its name in England and the Uni- 
ted States and perhaps elsewhere, and 
recording laboratories in Berlin, Lon- 
don, Milan, Madrid, Petrograd, To- 
ronto and New York. Back in the 
Twenties, however, the American 
branch gave up the ghost and I be- 
lieve the English company also failed 
to survive. But, in Paris, if nowhere 
else, Pathé remained active right up 
to the fall of France, having produ- 
ced some magnificent electrical (later- 
al cut )recordings during the past ten 
years or so, of which an abridged per- 
formance of “Orpheus and Euridice,” 
pressed here by Columbia, is particu- 
larly noteworthy. 

Pathé began manufacturing records 
in the days of wax cylinders and was 
quick to realize the value of a reper- 
toire recorded by celebrities, offering 
examples of the art of Sarah Bern- 
hardt, Delmas, Renaud, etc. As far as 
we know now, the first and only com- 
mercial records ever made by Jean 
Baptiste Faure and Jean Lasalle were 
Pathé cylinders. Faure was the great- 
est basso of his day and even his su- 
perb successor, Pol Plancon, who ap- 
preciated himself as much as any- 
body, admitted Faure’s surpassing 
greatness. Faure was also a popular 
composer, still remembered for his 
“Les Rameaux” and “Crucifix,” but 
his work in this field was not compar- 
able to his accomplishments as a sing- 
er. Unfortunately, none of the Faure 
cylinders seem to have survived. In 
the case of Lasalle, that popular bari- 
tone of the Eighties and Nineties, we 
are more fortunate. In England, some 
years ago, one of his cylinders, of the 
large “concert” size, was re-recorded 
for IRCC. It revealed a voice that 
was past its prime, but with the aid 
of improved methods of cylinder re- 
recording perhaps a better reproduc- 
tion can be made in the future. 

Another singer whose name early 
appeared under the Pathé imprint 
was Enrico Caruso. These records, 
strangely enough, were apparantly re- 
corded for the Anglo-Italian Com- 
merce Co. of Genoa, from whom Pathé 
evidently bought them. Originally 
sold in cylinder form, they were later 
made available on vertical-cut discs 
of varying sizes. (Cf. the article, in 
the July 1942 HOBBIES, about the 





tiny Emerson editions of certain 
Pathé records, including one by Ca- 
ruso). The Collectors Record Shop, 
New York City, once sponsored a re- 
recording of two of Caruso’s Pathé 
selections, an aria from “Gli Ugon- 
otti” and a song called “Tu non mi 
vuoi piu bene,” neither of which the 
tenor recorded for Zonophone, Gram- 
ophone or Victor. The song is espe- 
cially effective. In the re--recording 
process a correct balance between 
bass and treble was not achieved, a 
fault which can easily be overcome on 
modern electrical machines. When 
properly reproduced, the voice can be 
heard with thrilling effect, emerging 
with tremendous power and vitality. 

It was in 1906, if I am correctly 
informed, that Pathé began issuing 
dises. Throughout the acoustic per- 
iod, nevertheless, Pathé’s master re- 
cords were cylindrical and, therefore, 
all their discs were dubbings. Just 
how or why this was so remains a 
trade secret, at least as far as I’m 
concerned. At any rate, the results 
were excellent. This explains why 
they were able to issue the same re- 
cording on discs of three different 
sizes, 10, 11, and 14 inch. The larger 
the disc the bigger the tone. 

The Pathé disc was center start, 
playing from the inside out instead of 
vice versa. It had no label, the data 
being etched in the surface of the re- 
cord and light colored pigment ap- 
plied to make the wording show up 
better. Later on, sometime after 1915, 
the center start was abandoned in 
favor of the usual outside start, and 
paper labels were adopted. Center 
start Pathé’s should be played at 90 
r.p.m., the later type at 80 r.p.m. (In- 
cidentally, many of the large radio 
transcription discs of the present day 
are center start.) All Pathé vertical- 
cut discs were pressed on extremely 
hard material and were much less 
subject to wear than needle-cut discs. 
In reproducing Pathé dises, a highly 
polished sapphire ball stylus was used, 
doing away with the tediousness of 
changing steel] needles. Naturally this 
was always an important selling 
point. 

Pathé discs were recorded by the 
hill-and-dale or vertical-cut, the re- 
cording stylus cutting an undulat- 
ing groove with an up and down 
(hill-and-dale) motion, instead of 
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vibrating from side to side, horizon- 
tally, as in the lateral-cut, used by 
Berliner and most subsequent manu- 
facturers of flat discs. Lateral-cut 
dises are also referred to as needle- 
cut discs, because such discs were 
played with steel needles instead of 
the permanent jewel points used in 
conjunction with hill-and-dale  re- 
cords. (In recent times, of course, 
sapphire points have become popu- 
lar for use with needle-cut records.) 
A controversy between the adher- 
ents of the two systems has raged 
for years. For a time, it looked as 
though the vertical-cut record was a 
thing of the past. But, in seeking 
higher fidelity reproduction, makers 
of radio transcriptions revived the 
vertical-cut because they found it 
capable of registering a _ greater 
range of frequencies (sound vibra- 
tions) than the lateral-cut could 
handle. As a matter of fact, the 
vertical-cut was always superior to 
the lateral, as any unbiased listener 
who has heard both types of acoustic 
recordings electrically reproduced 
can testify. The fact that the later- 
al-cut record eventually triumphed, 
commercially, and is still used al- 
most entirely in making records for 
home consumption cannot be denied. 
It is enough to say now that this 
triumph was brought about by busi- 
ness conditions and methods and not 
by any non-existent superiority 
of recording technique. In 1912, 
when Edison began marketing his 


hill-and-dale dise, Victor, Columbia, 
etc., had been selling their lateral- 
cut discs and machines for at least 
a decade, and Pathé did not estab- 
lish its American branch till after 
Edison had entered the disc field. 
With such long established competi- 
tion to buck, it is amazing that the 
vertical-cut disc achieved any popu- 
larity at all, especially as it could 
not be played on the Victrola type 
of machine without a special attach- 
ment. To get the best out of Edison 
or Pathé records, an Edison or Pathé 
machine was needed, and few record 
enthusiasts could afford more than 
one machine at the prices which then 
obtained. Thus, they were willy-nilly 
forced into the ranks of the hill-and- 
dalers or the needle record cham- 
pions, which never the twain shall 
meet. Because of the high cost of 
machines, in the old days there was 
some excuse for taking sides. Under 
today’s conditions there is less ex- 
cuse; under tomorrow’s none. As 
the years go by, there will be more 
and more enlightened collectors who 
will take delight in great  perfor- 
mances no matter whether recorded 
vertically or laterally. Here the ty- 
pical hill-and-daler would have me 
add that he will take more delight in 
Edison cylinders and Edison. and 
Pathé discs because of the superior 
reproduction. Which is true, though 
sometimes I think the hill-and-dalers 
put the mechanical quality of the re- 
cording above the artistic quality of 
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the performance. To the true con- 

noisseur, the artist and the perfor- 

mance count most. 

In 1920 Pathé capitulated to the 
universal popularity of the lateral 
cut to the extent of inaugurating a 
series of needle-cut discs (dubbed 
from their regular master cylinders, 
I presume.) Several. types are wor- 
thy of special mention: No. 1. An 
Urlus with a black “Pathé Actuelle 
Needle Cut” label (number 01283), 
copyright 1920 by the Pathé Phono- 
graph and Radio Corp. No. 2. A 
more common type, like No. 1, but 
with a maroon label and the word 
“Actuelle’ more prominently dis- 
played, copyright 1920 by Pathé 
Freres Phonograph Co. Type No. 3 
has the same color label as No. 2, but 
the word Pathe has disappeared en- 
tirely, giving place to “Perfect.” The 
Perfect record was manufactured by 
the Perfect Record Co., 34 Grand 
Avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y. The Amer- 
ican Pathé plant was located in 
Brooklyn, 20-60 Grand Ave., and it 
seems likely Perfect must have suc- 
ceeded Pathé. Who can continue the 
story from there? Corrections and 
additions are invited. 

Meanwhile, a perusal of the ac- 
companying list of Pathé vocal ar- 
tists should whet your desire to col- 
lect as many of their records as you 
can. 

NEWS: The listing of Opera Disc 
Musica Records will be resumed as 
soon as possible, perhaps next 
month.

THE MARIMBA 


WAS IN Honduras, among the 

Guajiquero Indians that travelers 
first seem to have found the marimba, 
now so commonly a feature in musical 
entertainments. This original marimba 
stood out among many cruder and 
far less musical sound producers used 
by South American and also by 
African natives. 

For each tone there was provided a 
gourd from the calabash tree. Over 
the open top of the gourd would be 
stretched tightly and dried a thin 
membrane, perhaps from the intes- 
tines of an animal. On top of this 
would be placed a short block of hard 
wood. The gourd and its wooden top 
were then hung in a wood frame, 
being so placed as to allow the top to 
be struck with a little mallet. The 
Indians used mallets made of strips 
of cane, slightly flexible, with hard 
balls of India rubber on the end. 
When the top block on the gourd was 
struck with a mallet, a sonorous, hol- 
low, not unmusical sound was _ pro- 
duced. 

It was a simple matter to select 
gourds varying enough in size and 
shape to give different tones, and so

are bound with gold. These women 
seen to me to emulate these rich 
prisoners.” The ungraceful things 
around the feet of women Philemon 
in the Synaphebus called ankle-fet- 
ters: “Conspicuous garments and a 
kind of golden fetters . . . What else, 
then, is this coveted adorning of 
yourselves, O ladies, but the exhibit- 
ing of yourselves fettered?” In terms 
of the strongest censure, therefore, 
Aristophanes exhibits the whole ar- 
ray of female ornaments in the cata- 
logue: 

‘Ear pendants, jewelry, earrings, 

Mallow-colored cluster-shaped 

anklets, 

Buckles, clasps, necklets, 

Fetters, seals, chains, rings, 

powders,...’ 

In the second century, Tertullian, 
Bishop of Africa, felt impelled to is- 
sue a similar warning to the Chris- 
tian virgins of his time. “I know 
not,” he wrote, “whether the wrist 
accustomed to bracelets will endure 
till it grows into the numb hardness 
of its own chains! I know not wheth- 
er the ankle that has rejoiced in 
ankle chains will suffer itself to be 
squeezed into shackles! Busy your 
hands with spinning, keep your feet 
a: home, and you will please more 
than if you were adorned with gold.” 

In the third century there was a 
similar exhortation to Christian girls 
to stop wearing fetters, from St. 
Cyprian (“On the Dress of Virgins’’). 
And finally, in the fourth century, 
St. Ambrose (“Concerning Virgins’’) 
tried to stamp out the practice. He 
must have succeeded, for there seem 
to be no more references to these 
ornaments in non-Oriental countries 
until a short-lived fad of wearing 
slave anklets appeared in Florence 
during the fourteenth century. 

The best description of a set of 
Roman compedes comes from that 
sophisticated writer, Petronius. In 
Chapter 67 of the Satyricon, Trimal- 
chio, the host, describes his wife’s or- 
naments. “Fortuna then went so far 
as to take the bracelets off her fat 
arms to exhibit them to Scintilla’s 
admiring gaze. At last she even took 
off her ankle-chains (compedes) and 
her hair-net, which she said was 18 
carat. Trimalchio saw her and or- 
dered the whole lot to be brought 
to him. ‘There,’ he said, ‘are a 
woman’s fetters; that is how we poor 
fools are plundered. She must have 
six and a half pounds of gold on her.’

The Bucks County Historical Mu- 
seum, Doylestown, Pa., contains ap- 
proximately 25,000 implements, uten- 
sils and machines used in this coun- 
try prior to 1820. 

DARD HUNTER PAPER MUSEUM 

Since 1939 the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology has housed one 
of the most remarkable museums in 
the Western Hemisphere—the Dard 
Hunter Paper Museum. Mr. Hunter 
has assembled every sort of paper 
and papermaking tool, and until 1939, 
he housed the collection at his home 
in Chillicothe, Ohio. 

One of the recent results of this 
hobby is his book, “Papermaking: 
The History and Technique of an 
Ancient Craft,” (Knopf: $4.50). 


ARMY TO COMMISSION 
MUSEUM MEN 

According to a recent edition of 
the Museum News, the U. S, Army 
has begun commissioning museum 
men for training, with other men 
of special experience, as civil af- 
fairs officers. These officers are to 
take part in the Army’s work of 
government, in conquered countries 
and other occupied areas; and to this 
end they will be given a four months’ 
course in military government and 
liaison at the School of Military 
Government conducted by the Army 
since 1942 at the University of Vir- 
ginia, Charlottesville. The school is 
one of several, at different univer- 
sities, run by the Army’s Division 
of Military Government under the 
Provost Marshall General. 

It is further stated that Museum 
men who serve in the field as civil 
affairs officers, upon completion of 
training, will have duties relating 
to the protection of cultural institu- 
tions and of monuments of art, his- 
tory, and science in theatres of war. 
They will be part of the military or- 
ganization charged with controlling 
all human affairs behind the fight- 
ing front and in other occupied areas. 
With civil affairs officers represent- 
ing other fields they will be trained 
in a wide range of subjects having 
to do with public administration, wel- 
fare, and institutions, and also in 
geography, customs, and languages 
of different countries. 

Student officers must be from 38 
to 55 years of age and be men of 
exceptional experience. Only a few 
candidates are to be chosen at a time 
for this training. Candidates should 
be men of highest personal qualifica- 


tions as well as of professional at- 
tainments. Special knowledge of con- 
ditions in other parts of the world 
is necessary as. background, since 
training will have to be concerned 
largely with matters of method. 
WOOD CARVINGS 

“Artists in Wood,” an exhibition 
in wood carving, is now current in 
the Brooklyn, N. Y., Museum. Dem- 
onstrating the use of wood in art, 
both utilitarian and esthetic, the ma- 
terial emphasizes contrasts in the 
skillful handling of this medium 
around the world, from earliest times 
to the present. 

Implements of peace and_ war, 
household utensils, religious and cere- 
monial objects, personal ornaments, 
theatrical masks and puppets, musi- 
cal instruments and decorative sculpt- 
ure constitute some of the im- 
portant wood carving gathered from 
almost every country in the world. 
There are also examples of wood 
sculpture of purely esthetic type and 
at least a suggestion of the impor- 
tance of wood in major construc- 
tions. 


HOW TO FORGET THE HEAT 

For the enjoyment of New York- 
ers who expect to be cooped up in the 
city for the rest otf the summer, the 
Metropolitan Museum is __present- 
ing an absorbing three-month pro- 
gram of free music and lectures in 
its cool halls and galleries. The main 
event will be a series of lectures on 
painters’ theories and practices, by 
eminent art historians and painters, 
on Sunday afternoons, through Sep- 
tember 26. Victory concerts by small 
ensembles and soloists, given among 
the mediaeval treasures of the Mor- 
gan Wing, will follow these Sunday 
lectures. At noon, Mondays through 
Fridays in July, there were pro- 
grams of recorded symphonies and 
chamber music. 

In September, the strategically im- 
portant terrain of Sicily and South- 
ern Italy and the monuments left 
there by the Greeks in antiquity, and 
still there, will be shown through 
lantern slides and discussed by a staff 
member.

The best thing about a Children’s 
Museum is the children. They won’t 
let you sit back and enjoy the calm 
and peace of traditional museum life.

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MARINE PAINTINGS 


By VERNON VARICK 


T IS quite natural that British 

artists should give much attention 
to marine painting. The sea has al- 
ways played a big part in British 
national affairs and the sea has in- 
fluenced the character of Britain’s 
people. The best marine painters have 
in most cases come from the English 
counties which have a coast line. One 
of the early marine painters was 
Charles Brooking, born in 1723, who 
learned to love the sea and ships at 
Deptford Dockyard. Brooking had for 
his pupil, Dominic Serres, who later 
became Marine Painter to the King. 
Serres, a Frenchman by birth, was 
captured by an English frigate in 
1752. Nicholas Pocock, born in 1741, 
commanded a sailing vessel before 
taking up the brush. John Clevely, 
born in 1745, is said to have been the 
son of a draftsman at Deptford Dock- 
yard. Robert Cleveley, no relation, 
also had some experience at sea. 
Clarkson Stanfield, born at Sunder- 
land, 1793, served for a time in the 
Royal Navy. However, we cannot, in 
this short article, list all the marine 
painters of Britain, but we will try to 
describe some of their works. 

Among the popular marine paint- 
ings we should mention’ “The North- 
West Passage,” by Sir John Millais, 
which is an inspiring reminder in its 
spirit and sentiment of a series of 
sea adventures which must forever 
stand to the credit of the British 
people. Another great picture is John 
Collier’s “Last Voyage of Henry Hud- 
son.” 

In Charles Brooking’s work can 
be seen for the first time the clear 
intention to study marine subjects 
with a perception of their inherent 
characteristics. His early knowledge 
of things nautical, acquired at Dept-

ford, is plainly shown in “The Calm,” 
now in the National Gallery, London. 
Even George Morland, the erratic 
genius, who is well known for his 
barnyard paintings has left an excel- 
lent marine painting. This coast scene 
called “Fishermen Hauling a Boat,” 
now in the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum, London, has a characteristic 
measure of strenuous vitality. 

Among the masters who tried their 
hand at sea painting was Constable 
whose “Chesil Beach,” in the Levy 
collection, may be cited as an example. 
Turner, the great painter of the sea, 
is at his best in “The Shipwreck,” 
now in the National Gallery. In this 
picture the majesty and the tragedy 
of the sea are expressed with over- 
whelming strength. Only a master 
painter could have kept conception 
and execution in such perfect relation. 
Less tragic is his “The Prince of 
Orange Landing at Torbay,” also in 
the National Gallery. In this we find 
no greater problem than the expres- 
sion of the breezy freshness of a rest- 
less sea, 

George Chambers, born at Whitby, 
the son of a seaman, became a sailor, 
although from childhood he desired to 
be a painter. After various ups and 
downs in life, he met with Horner, 
who employed him seven years on his 
panorama. He then became _ scene 
painter at the Pavilion Theatre. He 
was introduced to King William IV 
by Vice-Admiral Lord Kerr. His pic- 
tures of naval battles, three of which 
are in Greenwich Hospital are good. 
He drew shipping with admirable ac- 
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curacy — there is ample proof in his 
picture, “Off Portsmouth,” and he 
shows that he knew the ways of the 
sea intimately. 

C. E. Holloway in “The Wreck,” 
gives us a rapid note in which he 
visualized a momentary impression, 
but visualized it so surely that he has 
been able to make other people see 
just what he himself saw in the sub- 
ject. An impression, too, is Whistler’s 
“Marine,” a summary of movement 
and wave action. The formality of the 
design has been cleverly concealed by 
the painter. Quite a different senti- 
ment pervades J. C. Hook’s vigorous 
canvas, “The Seaweed Raker.” He 
was not concerned with subtleties of 
suggestion or with problems of deco- 
rative adjustment, but with the robust 
representation of nature’s ruggedness, 
and there was a simple honesty in his 
virile, forcible work. He understood 
the sea, and though he looked at it 
in a rather literal way he never made 
his paintings of it commonplace. 

Henry Moore, like Hook,was a great 
marine painter. He equalled Hook in 
robustness but he used his powers 
with more reserve. He was a finer 
colorist, a truer judge of tone rela- 
tions, and more sensitive to refine- 
ments of atmospheric effect. A life- 
long painter of the open air, he began 
to study the sea at the outset of his 
career, and for some years alternated 
between landscapes and marine pic- 
tures. His “A Breezy Day,” in the 
Leverhulme collection, gives lessons 
in the management of tone values to 
express distance, and in the treatment 
of clouds, not as a background, but 
as an overhanging canopy in true per- 
spective. 

Frank Brangwyn’s “In Port,” has a 
story to tell. It is the story of a 
voyage ended and the return of a 
ship to its home port. The fact that 
the artist had been to sea helped him 
give the picture an air of intimacy. 

Napier Hemy is considered by some 
art critics to have followed Hook. 
There is a hint of Hook’s robustness 
and solid realism in Hemy’s pictures. 
However, Hemy took his subject far 
too seriously to depend upon anyone 
else for his inspiration. He studied the 
sea afloat under all aspects and in 
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GOTHIC Oil Painting Restorer 
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all sorts of weather. A fine example is 
his “Boat Adrift.” 

W. L. Wyllie’s ambitious composi- 
tion, “Blake’s Three Days Engage- 
ment with Von Tromp,” is an imagi- 
native reconstruction of an historical 
scene. To build it up a vast amount of 
research and consultation of authori- 
ties was needed. A thorough ac- 
quaintance with the sea was indis- 
pensable to carry it out convincingly. 
The artist planned his picture well 
and he makes the beholder believe that 
what is painted on the canvas was 
what actually happened and there is 
nothing artificial in his treatment of 
the subject. 

There are many other marine paint- 
ings worthy of study but it is not 
possible to do justice to the painters 
in a short article and we have pur- 
posely left out many living artists 
as well as some fine painters with 
whose work we have no acquaintance 
beyond the names of their pictures. 
This article is only an introduction to 
the study of a few marine paintings 
made by the writer during a few hours 
of leisure.

Hand Carved Model 


of the 
United States Capitol 


By LOUISE LEONBERGER 


O*% display at the City of Paris in 
San Francisco, Calif., I saw a 
magnificent hand-carved model of the 
replica of the United States Capitol 
at Washington, D. C., which George 
Lloyd carved out of imported French 
Caen stone, and, I believe, it is the 
only one of its kind in the world. 

Mr. Lloyd is a mild-mannered, 
modest man, having been born in 
South Wales, Great Britain, and he 
served in the South African Boer War. 
He is descended from a long line of 
stone cutters, his father having been 
a stone cutter and building contractor. 
George Lloyd came to America in 
1915 and later became a naturalized 
citizen. 

Upon inquiry as to what gave him 
the idea for the model, Mr. Lloyd 
replied: “The idea came to me in the 
fall of 1918 when I saw a beautiful 
picture of the National Capitol in an 
evening paper. I was so impressed 
by the picture that I said to myself, 
some day I’ll make a model of that. 
But times were good then, and I didn’t 
find the time. However, in 1930 I had 
more opportunity to do something 
about it, and then came the depression, 
so this model was really born out of 
the depression.” 

Built on a 3/16 inch to the foot 
scale, the model stands four feet, 
six inches from the base to the very 
tip of the statue of freedom atop the 
dome. Although not discernible, the 
dome is carved from a single block of 
stone and is the largest single stone 
in the model. It measures 16 inches 
in diameter. There are 150 Corinthian 
columns in the model. It is built in 
8 sections to facilitate moving it for 
display purposes. 

For three years Mr. Lloyd worked 
on his model, carving by hand each 
of the hundreds of small stone blocks, 
columns, capitals, bases and decorative 
details in exact replica of the re- 
nowned Capitol at Washington. The 
result of his ingenuity and patience 
is this masterpiece of stone art. Mr: 
Lloyd worked at times 16 hours a day, 
using infinite care with each bit of 
stone, which required the finest pre- 
cision work; and also required special- 
ly made instruments to do the intri- 
cate carving. The imported French 
Caen stone was selected because of 
its warm texture and adaptability to 
complicated detail. All the delicate 
carvings throughout have been done 
by hand, and the entire model re- 
quired 5,000 hours for completion.

BELL LORE 


By HELEN TORRANCE BLAIR 


Moscow, Russia, is famous for her 
bells, among other things. In India, in 
an old Buddhist temple, a golden bell, 
three feet high and made of precious 
stones: stands on the altar. In the first 
year of the New York World’s Fair, 
a large bell made entirely of seed 
pearls with lettering in marcasite 
hung in the entrance of the Japanese 
building. 

In Holland endless varieties of bells, 
many of them of blue and white porce- 
lain, are found in the churches, In 
Belgium, of course, the carillon and 
the lovely mechanical chiming devices 
are played either from a key board 
or by a tuning clock. 

In our own United States, one of 
the largest bells is in City Hall, New 
York. The largest of a carillon of 64 
bells, to be tuned so far, is in River- 
side Church, New York. It weighs 
18% tons. 

There is an unrivaled collection of 
bells at Mission Inn, Calif., the major- 
ity of which are historical. Bells of 
Santa Clara which were relinquished 
in 1798 by King Carlos of Spain on 
condition they should be rung every 
night, are in this collection and I 
understand this edict is still carried 
out. 

The Columbian Liberty bell was 
cast in 1893 for the purpose of pro- 
moting peace. Two hundred thousand 
men, women and children contributed 
gifts of gold, silver, copper, tin, iron 
and bronze. Historical relics from 
and silver spoons by the hundreds and 
thimbles by the peck, all went into 
this peace bell. The two inscriptions 
on it are: “Glory to God” and “A New 
Commandment, give I unto you, that 
you love one another.” 

True, the dearest bell of all is the 
Liberty Bell cast in 1751 with this 
inscription: ‘‘Proclaim Liberty 
throughout the Land.” While being 
tolled for Chief Justice John Marshall 
in 1835 it was cracked. You know it 
has traveled over the land but now 
rests in a hallowed place in Inde- 
pendence Hall, Philadelphia.

GARDENS 

The print lover who passes by his 
neighbor’s Victory garden on his 
way to work, probably reflects on 
those old prints of the 15th, 16th and 
17th centuries, that pictured the gar- 
dens of that day. Had there been Vic- 
tory gardens in the 15th century, the 
print maker would have been a busy 
man, if he had tried to depict all of 
the various and sundry scenes. 


But that the print engravers of 


those days were busy during garden- 
ing days is well substantiated by sev- 
era] interesting museum prints. 
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A few years ago the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, New York, N. Y., re- 
leased a very interesting booklet 
showing the garden as illustrated in 
prints of the 15th, 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. Among those interesting scenes 
was a picture of Ruben’s (1577-1640) 
house and garden jn Antwerp (en- 
graved by Jacobus Harrewyn). Ano- 
ther was that of a more formal gar- 
den with Maximilian learning French 
from Mary of Burgundy. 

Many of the engravers of today are 
in the army, but there are a number 
of photographers, particularly among 
the women, who can record some of 
the more interesting of our Victory 
gardens for the histories of tomorrow. 
They may not satisfy the print lover, 
but they will have to suffice for the 
present.

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Horseshoes 


(For Luck) 


BY DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


| geal WHY and how the _horse- 

shoe came to be used as a symbol 
of good fortune is one of those mys- 
teries which is still obscured in the 
labyrinths of superstition and sym- 
bolism. Originally, the symbol may 
have had no connection with horses’ 
shoes at all; but have derived, in- 
stead,-from some chance likeness or 
imagined significance totally unrelat- 
ed to its practical associations. But 
a symbol of Good Luck it has been 
for centuries, and in that connection 
it is often displayed on buttons— 


those refiectors of man’s interests 
and accomplishments. : 
Until I looked closely at horse- 


shoes on buttons, I had no idea how 
many different types and varieties of 
them exist. Hardly any two of the 
eleven here shown are quite the same 
shape; without examining them, it is 


t 
















hard to imagine that so many vari- 
ations are possible to such a simple 
object. 

Before I go further, I should like 
to rectify an item in the Button 
Group called “Horses’ Heads” (HOB- 
BIES, July 1942). I didn’t know as 
much about horseshoes then as I do 
now! In referring to No. 4, I stated 
that the uneven number of nails in 
the shoe must be a mistake, that 
there should have been the same num- 
ber on both sides of the shoe. I have 
nOWediscovered the reason why horse- 
shoes are sometimes shown with eight 
nails (four on a side), sometimes with 
seven, It seems that fore-shoes cus- 
tomarily have six or seven nails, while 
hind-shoes have eight! The fact that 


in recent times horseshoes have been 
fitted to individual horses, and adapt- 
ed to different corrective and special- 
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ized purposes may account for the va- 
riety of forms. Then, too, perhaps 
some of the button designers in the 
past knew almost as little about horse- 
shoes as I did! 

No. 1 is a Plastic Horn button, with 
the horseshoe in relief against a 
lined background. c. 1858-70. 

No. 2—This horseshoe appears in 
high relief on a convex tin button; 
the background pattern is incised and 
tinted. 

No. 8 is made of what one collector E 
calls “Lead-Pewter,” a very handy 
name to apply to those metal buttons 
whose general type is evident, but 
whose exact composition is debatable. 
This button is one-piece, with the de- 
sign in low relief against a pebbled 
ground. 

No. 4 shows linked horseshoes, ren- 
dered in gold lustre on slightly con- 
vex Jet. Self-shank. 

No. 5 is a silver-plated Sporting 
button, with the excellent design in 
relief. Reverse: “W.B.C, London.” 
Note that this is the only button here 
which shows holes in the horseshoe; 
the others (excepting No. 6) all have 
the characteristic square-headed nails 
im the holes. 

No. 6. This button is made of 
“Hurricane Hemlock,” wood taken 
from trees which fell in the New 
England hurricane of September 21, 
1938. Such buttons, in different 
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shapes and sizes, are made by a Mas- 
sachusetts man. Metal shank. 

No. 7 shows a well-known design, 
rendered in bronze-finished brass and 
light metal, with nickel border and 
tin back. c. 1895. The combination 
of flowers with the horseshoe does 
not seem particularly appropriate, but 
it is fairly common. 

No. 8 is another example of this 
combination; the design is in the 
form of a brass escutcheon, against 
a blued steel background. 

No, 9. This horseshoe is of Ger- 
man silver, inlaid in a Vertical Hole 
button of black Composition. c. 1865? 

No. 10 is one-piece brass, with the 
design stamped through. Horseshoe 
buttons which show the horse’s hoof 
are not uncommon, but completely 
round horseshoes, shaped to the but- 
ton, are rare. c. 1892. 

No. 11. Sometimes horseshoes and 
horse’s heads are combined to make 
a semi-Sporting design, of which this 
silvered brass button is typical. This 
horseshoe had to be shown “wrong” 
side up, but as a rule I prefer to 
mount and show horseshoes with the 
end uppermost. This is the position 
in which they are usually nailed over 
doorways, etc., so that the “Luck” 
won’t run out of the ends! (A story 
called “The Horseshoe of Luck,” en- 
larging on this idea, appeared in St. 
Nicholas Magazine for April, 1897.) 

Other well-known horseshoe but- 
tons have already been shown, here 
and there. (See “Button Parade,” 
pp. 26 and 32; and HOBBIES for 
July 1942 and February 1943.) The 
subject lends itself easily to repre- 
sentation in many different materials, 
and its variations make for interest- 
ing comparisons, And an interest in 
horseshoes, as in other Topical but- 
tons, may lead to the acquisition of 
amusing or useful information. I 
seldom set out to deliberately ac- 
quire information through buttons, 
but I find that I often do acquire 
it by accident,—which is the least 
laborious way of getting it! 

We who collect buttons are already 
lucky, in having such a fascinating 
hobby. And while I am not very 
superstitious, I am sure that a col- 
lection of Horseshoe buttons will not 
make any collector less lucky. — 
especially if they are mounted right 
side up!

OR the third consecutive year, 
Dewy and I attended the summer 
get-together on July 10, in Ashland, 
Mass., the home of the C. W. Browns. 
Since the distance from our home to 
Ashland is over 300 miles, we left 
home on the 9th (by train) arriving 
at the Browns’ late in the afternoon. 
In the evening, Florence Nichols and 
Edith Taylor dropped in to go over 
the AUCTION buttons. Each of us 
checked in our catalog those we ex- 
pected to bid on, The remainder of 
the evening was spent looking over 
our president’s collection, and it was 
only because of extreme weariness 
that all of us sought our respective 
rooms for the night.

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AN ADVENTURE IN BUTTONS 


BY MARIE I. GROGAN 


(From a paper presented at the Chicago Area Button Society Meeting) 


HARING a common enthusiasm 

for buttons as we do, I feel that 
you will be interested in my little 
adventure in buttons on my recent 
trip East and in several observa- 
tions which may be useful in pro- 
moting the aims of our newly organ- 
ized society. 

In 1940 the Cooper Union Museum 
in New York installed a collection, 
most attractively labelled “Four 
Thousand and One Buttons.” Part of 
this collection, with additions, is still 
on view and it was my pleasure to 
examine them. 

It is housed in four cabinets with 
the buttons, which have been mount- 
ed on white cardboard, arranged in 
glass topped drawers. A very effect- 
ive method of preservation and dis- 
play, it impressed me as one we 
might apply ourselves in our diligent 
efforts and hope to have our own 
museum as interesting for buttons. 

There were groups of the Colonial 
types with their euphonious bell ring, 
those fine brass buttons which orna- 
mented the coats of the wealthy in 
those days and were so representative 
of a jeweler’s art that they might 
have been made in Paul Revere’s 
own work shop. 

The Wedgwoods were particularly 
handsome and there were the jewel 
and story buttons, a group of French 
dating from 1789 to 1804, painted 
porcelains of the late 18th century 
and the Haitian buttons, loaned by 
Mrs. Robert B. Noyes, a member of 
the Museum’s Advisory Council be- 
fore her recent death. 

The Haitian buttons are on loan 
at the Museum for the duration, after 
which they will be sent to the Musee 
des Colonies in Paris. The collection 
of 18 was secured originally from 
Paris. They are ivory, painted by 
the English artist, Augustin Brunais, 
each representing scenes of native 
island life in Haiti. Covered with 
glass and adorned with gold rims, 
they were made for and worn on the 
holiday coat of Toussaint L’Ouver- 
ture. 

An interesting history is linked 
with these buttons. When Toussaint 
was dying in the prison of Besancon 
in 1813, he gave his coat to the boy 
who had been so attentive in serv- 
ing him. The boy, shortly after- 
wards, returned to Sedan, where he 
was born, taking the coat along with 
other objects which Toussaint had 
bequeathed him. Since he could not 
use the coat, which was made of silk, 
embroidered with spangles, he stored 
it in a trunk where it was found by 


his heirs, all musty and ragged. The 
heirs, being poverty stricken, were 
advised by kindly neighbors to sell 
the buttons. Thus they came _ to 
market with this romantic story as 
a setting, more colorful perhaps than 
the gay coat they once adorned. 

A few days after my visit to 
Cooper Union I had the opportunity 
to see the original button string that 
was on display at the Museum at 
the time of its special button exhibi- 
tion and which was purchased by 
Mrs, Lillian Smith Albert. After- 
wards she separated it to preserve 
the more fragile buttons and it was 
my good fortune to handle these but- 
tons and examine them in her home 
in Hightstown, N. J. 

After viewing the Colonial but- 
tons in the Cooper Museum and the 
examples Mrs. Albert and her hus- 
band had collected, it was a rare 
privilege to find that Mr. Lightner 
had published, in the July issue of 
HOBBIES, the sale of some beauti- 
ful buttons form the Hart collection. 
It was like going far afield only to 
discover that there was this wonder- 
ful Colonial treasure at our own 
door. 
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On the whole, I was struck by the 
intense interest in buttons in the 
East. They really work at it, scout- 
ing around, attending exhibits, re- 
porting in their society bulletins and 
doing a thorough job of studying and 
researching. I noticed that the Pat- 
tern Glass shop on Madison Avenue 
in New York has gone quite definite- 
ly into buttons, finding it enchant- 
ing as well as remunerative. 

And just to show how far-reaching 
buttons have become, I picked up 
samples of wallpaper design made 
by two New York women, Bartholo- 
mew and Lynde, with the buttons as 
a motif against different colored 
backgrounds. 

Men, too, have adopted buttons as 
a hobby to such an extent that it 


-can hardly be called a feminine oc- 


cupation, if it ever was. The Phila- 
delphia insurance man, the late Mr. 
Hart, with his collection of 16,000 is 
an example, and Mr. Steuart of Bal- 
timore, who has done so much work on 
military buttons. 

The historical specimens, of course, 
are favorites with the men but what- 
ever the particular fancy, they are 
all historical in that they mirror 
their eras, the changing styles and 
fashions, the events of their days 
and in our own period of stress and 
strain their collection represents 
more than ever a release — and a 
worthwhile hobby. 





Confederate Buttons 
Make Interesting Study 


| jor advertising the Hart collec- 

tion we learned much about but- 
tons. We sold some of the rare Con- 
federate state buttons to Richard D. 
Steuart, editor of the Baltimore Amer- 
ican, A couple weeks later we got 
a copy of Mr. Steuart’s pamphlet 
on Confederate states buttons that 
was issued by Essex Institute, Salein, 
Mass. The first thing our eye fell 
on was the Riflemen Officers’ “R”’ 
buttons, We found two of them in 
the collection but were unable to 
identify them. Emilo describes them 
but we overlooked it. We kept one 
in the uniform button tray. The 
other we had sent out on an approval 
card marked 15c. When we discovered 
the identity of the button we held 
our breath. That card came back 
and sure enough the recipient had 
failed to recognize the button and 
returned it. It is readily salable 
at $4. It is no wonder that people 
wired in for such buttons as_ the 
zodiac buttons at $1. We are told 
they are worth at least $5. There 
were only two duplicates and they 
eontained all the signs of the zodiac. 
There were a couple dozen duplicates 


of the eagle and cannon buttons of 
Fort Mifflin worn by American sol- 
diers during the War of 1812. These 
are exceptionally pretty bronze but- 
tons. Although they had been ex- 
cavated, they held the design nicely. 
We were about to ship out one on an 
order when we discovered the cannon 
was pointing to the left. Regula- 
tions are that the cannon should point 
to the right and every button in the 
Hart collection, including the dupli- 
cates we shipped out, show the can- 
non pointing to the right. 

A few of the state Confederate 
buttons were made in the North and 
some ask why, if they were Confed- 
erate buttons, they were made in 
the Nerth. The answer tc that is 
that the Confederate states prepared 
for the war several years before it 
broke out, They equipped their state 
militiamen and when the war broke 
out the militia was quickly mustered 
into the Confederate army and of 
course these northern made buttons 
were worn during the campaigns. 
After the war started some buttons, 
—particularly officers’ buttons, came 
in from England. Some were cap- 
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tured by American warships and tak- 
en from ships trying to run the 
blockade. Mr. Hart heard of this 
and searched government warehouses. 
In Philadelphia he found two boxes 
of these beautiful Confederate offi- 
cers’ buttons that Captain Emilio de- 
scribed as “the best button in either 
army.” There were some state but- 
tons made in the South. For instance, 
we have a few that were made in 
Chattanooga. 

The first Confederate buttons had 
11 stars tho some were made with 
13 stars, These, of course, represent-

ed the slave states of Kentucky and 
Missouri which were expected to 
secede from the Union. Kentucky 
and Missouri declared their neutrali- 
ty, but rump conventions were held 
and both sent representatives to the 
Confederate Congress. As the war 
went on, however, the later buttons 
contained only 11 stars for the 11 
states which actually joined the Con- 


federacy, namely Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Loui- 


siana, Arkansas, Texas and Tennes- 
see. 

We have heard people from Ten- 
nessee defying anyone to find record 
of an Act of the Tennessee legisla- 
ture seceding from the Union. We 
never went into the details of his- 
tory to find such a document. Per- 
haps there is none. The fact is that 
Tennessee joined the Confederacy in 
actuality and raised armies to fight 
the union. It is true that the moun- 
tain districts, the first and second 
congressional districts always were 
unionists and her men joined the 
union army. Some natives claim that 
Tennessee took the same status that 
Kentucky did, official neutrality. 
There was no Tennessee state button 
in the Confederate group of the Hart 
collection. 

Mr. Steuart says he never saw one. 
Mr. Steuart has prepared the best 
treatise on this subject that has yet 
been published. He says: “A few of 
the older militia organizations wore 
buttons of special design made for 
them in northern factories. Buttons 
were removed from greatly treasured 
uniforms of the Mexican war, the 
War of 1812, and even the Revolu- 
tionary war and attached to the new 
gray uniforms.

The peculiarity was 
that Mr. Rubovits was not a col- 
lector of buttons. He was a collec- 
tor of Washingtoniana. He asked 
Alden Scott Boyer, former president 
of the American Numismatic Socie- 
ty, about its value and Mr. Boyer 
advised him by all means to buy it. 
He didn’t remove the shank, leaving 
the original button intact but he did 
have it made into a pin and gold- 
plated for his wife to wear on a 
dress. It is thought that these but- 
tons will bring at least $50 if any 
can be obtained in the future, al- 
though some think more. A while 
back, a Connecticut woman wrote the 
editor of HOBBIES stating that she 
had one of these buttons and they 
were worn by George Washington. 
That is a mistake. Mr. Washington 
never wore these buttons. They were, 
however, made to commemorate his 
inauguration as first president. Those 
interested in joining this Washing- 
ton club should write to Edith Fuoss, 
president of the Michigan Button So- 
ciety, Saline, Michigan, who is one 
of the proud owners of one of these 
rare buttons.

Farrington would write 
to those celebrities whose addresses 
he wished to obtain and ask them 
how they spent their boyhood or some 
other appealing question. By this me- 
thod he fetched some of the great 
generals of the Union as well as of 
the Confederates. Here is one exam- 
ple: “I am a boy of 16 years, I won- 
der how you spent your boyhood, will 
you please tell me?” 

Here are a few of the answers Far- 
rington received according to material 
dug up by the American Autograph 
Shop: 

General Beauregard 
New Orleans, March 29, 1883 
My young friend. 

I comply with pleasure, with your 
request of “howI passed my boyhood’’? 
I passed it on my father’s sugar plan- 
tation (in the parish of St. Bernard 
some 18 miles from here) riding the 
wildest ponies I could find & play- 
ing with the little negroes of the 
place. For some two years, from 9 un- 
til 11 years old,I rode every day, about 
2 miles to a country school, where I 
commenced to read & write, I set to 
work earnestly about it, & by the time 
I was sent to New York City, to a 
French & American school, where I 
found that I was a very ignorant 
young boy who had a great deal to 
learn which, having determined to do, 
I set to work earnestly about it, & by 
the time I was 16 years old, I enter- 
ed the Military Academy, at West 
Point, N. Y. where I remained second 
in my class during four years, & I 
graduated, at twenty, in 1838, in the 
Corps of the U. S. Mily. Engineers, 
the highest scientific branch of the 
service. 

The above shows that, with proper 
industry & application to one’s stud- 
ies, a boy can almost always make up 
for lost time in starting at school. In 
after life, good habits & good reputa- 
tion are indispensable to permanent 
success.

Others, especially Legislators were 
asked “Who are, in your opinion, the 
world’s three greatest generals.” We 
reproduce here the answer of that far 
seeing and almost prophetical Senator 
S. S. Cox: 

Washington, D. C., January 10, 1888 
Dear Sir: 

I have your letter of the sixth. You 
ask me who are the world’s three 
greatest generals, past or present, and 
in my opinion, from what standpoint. 

My answer is that the greatest gen- 
eral of the world is Hannibal. I had 
occasion to live in the neighborhood of 
his tomb, for he committed suicide in 
Bothnia, right opposite the Island of 


Prinkipo, where I lived the summer — 


before last. Why he committed sui- 
cide or why he lived in that country, 
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so far from Carthage, you, no doubt, 
with your scholarly investigations, 
have found out. If you only had my 
book called the “Isles of the Princess, 
or the Pleasures of Prinkipo,” and 
would read the chapter on Hannibal, 
you would see my standpoint in favor 
of the Carthegenian. But in one word, 
I beg to say that he fought Rome in 
her pride and power, far away from 
his source of supplies, and for twenty 
years kept the Imperial City in per- 
petual apprehension. 

The next great general is, of 
course, Napoleon Bonaparte. I do not 
make up my mind about him from 
anything he did at Waterloo, al- 
though, perhaps, it was one of his 
greatest battles, but his Italian and 
other campaigns show him to be sec- 
ond to none in an age quite different 
from Hannibal’s, whom he studied 
closely. 

The other great general, I have not 
exactly made up my mind about. I am 
waiting for certain new inventions 
connected with war, to decipher who 
the boy is now living who may be the 
great captain under a new civilization 
or new motors or enginery, and new 
explosives for death-dealing. 

As you have a majority of the 
three, and a majority carries, the 
third man is of no consequence in a 
Democratic-Republican country.

Apperson we recall had a grey- 
hound emblem. Azuburn sought a 
reputation as a speed car. The Aus- 
tin tried to repeat its success in Eng- 
land as a small car but failed; 
Crosley is its successor. 

We remember seeing the Briscoe 
but can not picture a single detail 
in our mind. Buick, Reo, Maxwell 
were among the first makes, and 
Buick remains today as the oldest 
make, 

Reo was named after the initials 
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of R. E. Olds, one of the first auto 
designers (there’s an Olds Hotel in 
Lansing named after him). 

Our first car was a one-cylinder 
Reo runabout; no doors, no top, kero- 
sene lamps, no windshield—motor 
under the seat, two forward speeds 
only, gasoline in front (couldn’t run 
up a long hill) as gasoline was sup- 
plied by gravity. 

Case had an eagle perched on its 
radiator. Chandler once had promise 
of being a popular car. Franklin had 
no water tank—it was aircooled; it 
was made until just a few years ago. 

Harroun was mostly a stock market 
proposition as was Saxon—the best 
brains were engaged in rigging the 
stock for the public rather than de- 
s:gning motors. 

Haynes is historical, for its maker 
was considered by some to be the 
father of the automobile—Mr. Hay- 
nes, Kokomo, Indiana. Hupmobile had 
a checkered career. Jordan was a suc- 
cess overnight and a flop the next 
night. 

Locomobile was the rich man’s car 
for many years. The quality trio was 
considered the four P’s—Packard, 
Peerless, Pierce-Arrow, Premier. 

We worked in the Packard plant 
in 1911 when Packard was the larg- 
est auto maker and its trucks were 
the major part of the business. 

Oakland at one time, about the year 
1912, threatened to be the leader. 

Cunningham was termed the snob 
car—bodies custom built. Elcar made 
progress but petered out. Elgin be- 
came mostly a _ stock promotion 
scheme, just before the first World 
War. Essex was near the top but 
ran out of gas gradually. 

Fiat was a highpriced Italian car, 
a racer, and mostly in the repair shop. 

We recall back in 1907 hearing a 
restaurant man in our home town 
(old Bill Clarr) say: ‘“There’s a 
small car made up in Detroit they 
say is going to give ’em all a run; it’s 
called Ford.” 

Marmon and Moon had their en- 
thusiasts for a time, both cars made 
in Indianapolis, we believe. Metz was 
another racer specialist. Mitchell was 
popular for a time (we believe the 
Nash is now made on the same factory 
site.) 

Scripps-Booth was put out by the 
newspaper folks of the same name. 


‘Singer was a cousin to the sewing 


machine and made by the same com- 
pany. 
Stanley won fame as a steamer.

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Auction Season Ends With High Total 


7 current public auction season 

at Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc., 
New York City, ended recently with 
a gross total of $3,611,847, the sec- 
ond highest total in the past ten 
years. 

Hiram H. Parke, president of the 
galleries, says, “General world con- 
ditions including shortages in supply, 
have carried the average of prices 
for antiques and art and literary 
property to new high levels, Where- 
as in previous seasons, for the past 
ten years, certain things were rela- 
tively difficult to sell, the outstand- 
ing difference apparent in the current 
season is that almost all kinds of 
art and literary property are in de- 
mand and realize higher prices than 
have prevailed for many years. Much 
has been bought by foreign collectors 
who are here for the duration. Cer- 
tainly people who are either collect- 
ing or furnishing a home are more 
aware than ever before of the oppor- 
tunities to be found in the liquidation 
of estates in the auction rooms. Cer- 
tainly also the investment of a pro- 
portion of income or other resources 
in tangible property of permanent 
intrinsic value has a great appeal 
to everyone in these changing times. 
The accumulation of objects produced 
by artists and craftsmen of former 
periods does not conflict with priori- 
ty materials or goods and it is a 
healthy sign that the American pub- 
lic chooses to acquire either for 
future investment or immediate 


household use concrete examples of 
our cultural past.” 

Top individual prices for the sea- 
son were made by paintings: Frans 
Hals’ robust portrait “The Reverend 
Caspar Sibelius, Preacher at Deven- 
ter” from the Frank D. Stout collec- 
tion sold for $30,000; “Fleur et 
Chats” by Renoir, from the J. Alice 
Maxwell collection, brought $24,000;

for $18,000. Jewelry made other 
high prices when $14,500 was bid for 
a diamond necklace with a_ pear- 
shaped pendant in the Yeager and 
other owners sale, and $14,300 was 
paid for a ring with a cushion-shaped 
diamond weighing approximately 10 
carats in the same sale.

TRENDS OF THE SEASON 

A conspicuous feature of the season 
was the demand for valuable precious 
stone jewelry with resultant high 
prices for many items. Five jewelry 
scales realized a tota! of $445,712.50. 
Another was the increased demand 
for art referenc2 books. Dutch paint- 
ings brought high bids. Special inter- 
est also was shown in _ tapestries, 
English and French silver — out- 
standing American silver continued 
to be scarce—and Chinese porcelains 
of best quality. When furniture was 
offered, buyers in general paid high- 
est prices for English and French 
18th century examples. Among the 
notable English pieces were a Queen 
Anne carved and inlaid walnut card 
table displaying a top inset with 
fine petit point of the period which 
brought the top price of $3,400; a 
set of six Queen Anne carved walnut 
and cut velvet claw-and-ball-foot side 
chairs which sold for $2,100; a 
George I carved “lion-mask” walnut 
and needle-point claw-foot armchair, 
for which $1,600 was bid; and two 
Chippendale carved mahogany ser- 
pentine-front knee-hole desks, former- 
ly in the collection of the Marquess of 
Lincolnshire, brought $3,000 each. A 
few of the top prices paid for French 
furniture signed by noted ébénistes 
were $1,800 for a Louis XVI marquet- 
ry cabinet mounted in bronze doré, by 
J. F. Oeben; $1,800 for a Louis XVI 
marquetry prie-dieu by Francois Ba- 
yer; and $1,200 for a Louis XV mar- 
quetry table a papillon by Pierre 
Roussel. An 18th century South 
French or Spanish six-fold needle- 
point screen depicting characters of 
the Italian Comedy brought $2,000 in 
the McCann sale; and a French Re- 
naissance sculptured walnut cabinet 
a deux corps, $2,000.

SUGGESTIONS for SELLING 
ANTIQUES BY MAIL 
Editor’s Note: Since a greater part 
of the antiques business is now being 
carried on by mail, thoughts turn to 
those rules that help promote har- 
mony between the buyer and seller. 
The following suggestions are made 

by a@ Montana dealer: 

Rules, such as the following, might 

simplify selling antiques by mail: 
Both buyer and seller should 
keep carbon copies of all cor- 
respondence. 

2. No substitutions un!ess upon 
written authorization from 
buyer. 

3. Seller to mention all defects. 

4. Buyer to be explicit in giving 
wanted sizes, types, etc. 

5. HOBBIES should not be asked 
to decide authenticity of items 
or to set values which vary ac- 
cording to mood, ideas, loca- 
tion and notions of seller.

The fee 
is to be used as HOBBIES sees fit, 
and is not to be returned to the com- 
plainant.

Dealers are to pack articles well 
but not with paper from the heavy 
slick magazines. They make the ex- 
press charges higher. Time and time 
again, I have received boxes in which 
slick paper out-weighed the articles, 
and sometimes the paper is not even 
crumpled but whole magazines are 
put in intact.

DEALER’S LAMENT 

Enjoy your Antiquers’ Forum so 
much, and am wondering if other 
dealers have this experience? That 
is, in sending an order, you occa- 
sionally wait and wait and wait some 
more. Now it seems to me if a dealer 
cannot get out your order, say in 
10 days, the courteous thing to do 
would be to send a post card saying, 
“Check received, order being sent.” 
That’s five words. Then we could 
tell our customers (for these things 
are usually ordered for specific cus- 
tomers) when to expect the merchan- 
dise. I sent a check to a party on 
June 24 for merchandise, It is now 
July 15, and I have not received an 
acknowledgment, the goods, or a 
return of my check, On another oc- 
casion I waited four weeks and then 
was told the articles had been sold 





but that they were sending a sub-: 


stitution, described as much like the 
other piece. When the substitute 
came I kept it, because I did not want 
to have any further business deal- 
ings with that particular party, nor 
did I want to go to the trouble of 
repacking, paying the express back, 
and then wait for the return of the 
check.

The trouble is a few dealers hate 
to let go of money when they get 
their hands on it, It seems to stick 
to them, When they advertise in 
HOBBIES they often get a number 
ot orders for the same item. They 
are justified in making a quick at- 
tempt to find other pieces to fill those 
orders, as in the case of pattern glass, 
etc. They are not justified, however, 
in holding money over 10 days. They 
should return the money. 

The least the dealer could do would 
be to post card the customer that 
he sold the piece but thinks he knows 
where he can get another, and that 
he will make the attempt if agree- 
able. If the buyer is eager enough 
to get the piece and knows the seller 
is worthy of trust ne will authorize 
the seller to hold the money pending 
a reasonable attempt. In other cases 
he will ask that the seller kindly 
return the money and this should 
be done at once. There is a great 
opportunity in this field to gain an 
enviable reputation. ‘hose who pro- 
crastinate too much, and who do not 
conduct themselves aecording to the 
best business ethics, will be outdis- 
tanced in growth and prosperity in 
a short time by fair minded dealers. 
Fair minded and efficient dealings 
will bring their own reward. Not only 
will the buyers have unshakeable 
confidence in them, but they will tell 
others. 


TRANSPORTATION 
PROBLEMS 

May I ask whether, in advertising 
in HOBBIES, it is not understood 
that the purchaser of any item ad- 
vertised, must pay transportation? 
I sold an order from my ad and the 
purchaser sent me another order, and 
deducted from his second check, the 
amount of express se had paid on 
the first order.

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The Yeager and Willock 
Collections of Gaudy Dutch 


By SAM LAIDACKER 


INCE most of this article is about 

the Mary Margaret Yeager collec- 
tion of Gaudy Dutch I think it will 
add a little interest if I give some 
information on the background of the 
collection. I collected “‘Landing of La- 
fayette”, “MacDonough’s Victory”, 
Adams’ “American Views Series”, 
“The Sower’” and various American 
views for her over a period of time 
and had acquired a great many pieces. 
In the Loundes sale in New York in 
19385 I purchased 8 Gaudy Dutch 
plates at one time, five of them of the 
largest size in the popular War Bon- 
net pattern. They were the nucleus of 
Mrs. Yeager’s collection of Gaudy 
Dutch and when I sold her those five 
plates she gave me an order for a 
dozen each of all sizes, in proof con- 
dition. In the seven years she collec- 
ted after that, and prior to her death 
in 1942, she did not have a dozen of 
any one size, even with the combined 
efforts of many dealers who were 
searching for pieces for her. Soon 
after she started collecting War Bon- 
net, it came so slowly, despite her 
willingness to pay higher prices, that 
she decided to collect other patterns, 
also. She was very proud of her col- 
lection and was continually asking for 
many individual pieces. They were 
very hard to find in the condition she 
demanded. This uniformly fine condi- 
tion had a lot to do with the prices 
realized when her collection was sold 
in the Parke-Bernet Galleries in New 
York City in March of this year. 


Probably there is no other item of 
collectors’ material that commands so 
much interest and about which fewer 
facts are at hand than this beautiful 
and gayly decoratea pottery which is 
referred to as Gaudy Dutch. At one 
time jt was believed to have been 
made in Pennsylvania but we have 
now concluded that it was made by 
English potters for the American 


trade, very likely before the War of 
1812 or immediately after but before 
the darker blue historical wares of the 
Staffordshire potters. The pottery is 
made of a soft paste, the blue color 
being under the glaze and the other 
colors hand applied and baked on top 
of the glaze. This makes it possible 
for the applied cclors to chip or flake. 
A thin pottery such as this is easily 
cracked, chipped or broken and con- 
tributing factors make it difficult to 
find Gaudy Dutch in proof condition. 

After receiving the order for a doz- 
en plates of each size I contacted the 
more active dealers and bought all 
that I could find in the condition de- 
sired. I found considerable of it in 
lower Pennsylvania and Ohio but a 
great deal in and about New York 
City. One lot that I bought had a shop 
label of Arthur True, veteran New 
York City antiques dealer who went 
out of business before 1910. That is 
proof that it also attracted our early 
collectors. My continued search and 
steady buying attracted the attention 
of other collectors and keen competi- 
tion developed very rapidly with the 
result that when the collection of “Old 
Hattie’ Brunner was sold in Rein- 
holds, Pa., prices were realized that 
brought more than surprised whispers 
from the crowd. No one dreamed that, 
in a few years, these prices would be 
exceeded by so large a margin as 
they have been. I can remember when 
$40 for a 10” plate was considered 
outrageous and the people who bid 
that high were just irresponsible. A 
number have been sold lately at better 
than twice that amount. 


The notes I gathered while collect- 
ing for Mrs. Yeager formed the back- 
ground for “The Standard Catalogue 
of Anglo-American China”, and the 
profits helped me publish it. To show 
my appreciation for her help and in- 
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terest the catalogue is dedicated to her 
in the simple letters “To M. M. Y”’ It 
wasn’t long after the Brunner sale 
that I had the catalogue published de- 
spite the opposition or a few self- 
styled “Big dealers”, who wanted the 
information and most of all, prices, 
for themselves, exclusively. In the cat- 
alogue, I classified the different pat- 
terns of Gaudy Dutch and King’s 
Rose, Gaudy Welsh and Adams “Red 
Rose” all of which had _ previously 
been sold as Gaudy Dutch. Many peo- 
ple told me that they thought the 
prices I quoted for this ware were 
fantastic. Not many years later, some 
of the same people were complaining 
that they were too low. As I look 
them over today, despite the high 
prices realized at this auction, I still 
believe them to be a pretty good 
gauge, and most of tnem at about cur- 
rent value. Perhaps hollow pieces 
were quoted too low. 

As more and more people became 
familiar with this beautiful pottery 
the competition increased and, should 
you have New York and Pennsylvania 
auction records available for refer- 
ence and comparison you will note a 
steady increase in the prices realized. 
Little of it in fine condition stays on 
the market very long at a time. 


I rather suspect that the mystery of 
its makers will not remain much long- 
er, for more and more notes are being 
brought together. I have definite in- 
formation that it was made by Adams 
and Riley and that a variant with an 
extra amount of pink and with some 
luster decoration was made by Enoch 
Wood & Sons. Except for this variant, 
the true patterns of Gaudy Dutch do 
not have any luster decoration. In 
this article, I am also illustrating a 
plate which is now called “Gaudy 
Ironstone’’. From the registry mark 
it bears, it was made in 1856, in con- 
trast to the regular patterns that 
were made in the period about and 
before 1820. This plate, like Gaudy 
Welsh, a porcelain (Swansea), has 
some luster decoration. 

To make the information more com- 
pact I will quote prices for a pattern 
with notes of size and condition and 
with “Standard Catalogue of Anglo- 
American China” reference numbers. 
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The illustrations are captioned with 
the name of the pattern only. An as- 
terisk * with price listing means that 
that price was realized for an item 
that is here illustrated. For additional 
price comparison, records from the 
Alice Jones Willock collection, also 
sold by Parke-Bernet Galleries, May 
13, are quoted. Neither condition nor 
rarity of patterns was as uniform in 
this collection as in that of Mrs. Yea- 
ger. The inconsistency of many prices 
should be considered as well as the 
fact that some of the more common 
patterns were not so well represented 
in either collection.

Elephant, Inverted Thumbprint with 
Daisy chain top and three shell feet, 
Cannon, Gypsy Pot, Fleur-de-lis, 
American Coin, Spanish Coin, Swirl- 
ing Star, several Hobnail patterns, 
Anvil on Stump, Ruby Red Block,

In preparing this and the preceding 
three check lists, Mr. Wasson has not 
recorded any pieces of established fore- 
ign manufacture, unless such pieces are 
commonly listed in connection with Am- 
erican Glass. To have recorded such 
pieces would have resulted in expand- 
ing the subject matter beyond reasonable 
limits. For example, French  paper- 
weights alone, according to Mr. Wasson, 
portray more than a dozen representa- 
tives of French royalty, as well as Pope 
Pius VII, De Musset, Victor Hugo, 
Queen Victoria and Prince Albert. 

In connection with the four check lists 
thus far printed in HOBBIES, Mr. Was- 
son wishes to acknowledge publicly the 
cooperation and assistance which he has 
received from George McKearin_ of 
Hoosick Falls, N. Y., outstanding collec- 
tor and recognized authority on the early 
pieces, and from Mrs. Lucien Nelson 
Lindsey, of Forsyth, Ill., whose collec- 
tion of later historical items is perhaps 
the most comprehensive yet assembled. 

As stated in the previous list, a fifth 
check list still remains to be presented, 
in order to cover the entire field of 
American historical glass. Such a check 
list will be prepared by Mr. Wasson at 
some future date. 


GLASS BITS 


A newspaper clipping from a Shel- 
by, N. C., paper, shows an interesting

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON STAMPS ABROAD 


By PAUL A. RUDDELL 


Overrun Countries Series 

With four of the projected twelve 
stamps of the Overrun Countries ser- 
ies already issued, the fifth, that for 
Netherlands, was scheduled to be re- 
leased in Washington on August 24. 

In the near future the stamps for 
Belgium, France and Greece will be 
placed on sale, but as Hobbies goes 
to press, the exact date has not been 
announced. Stamp collectors desiring 
first-day cancelations of these three 
stamps may send not more than 10 
addressed envelopes to the Postmas- 
ter, Washington, 13, D. C., with cash 
or postal money-order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed. Each envelope should be pen- 
cil-marked in the upper right corner 
to show the number of stamps to be 
affixed and the name of the country. 
Covers for each country of the Over- 
run Countries series szould be sent 
separately in order to avoid confusion. 

Stamps of selected quality for col- 
lection may be obtained on mail or- 
ders to the Philatetic Agency, Post 
Office Department, Washington 25, D. 
C. Stamps are sold through the Agen- 
cy at face value, plus return mailing 
charges. The Philatelic Agency does 
not service first-day covers.

The 2-cent Morse and 38-cent Bur- 
bank stamps were removed from sale 
at the Philatelic Agency at the close 
of business July 17.

Indications are that the 
agency is due to receive a large num- 
ber of orders for the new Overrun 
Countries series.

Ecuador — The visit of President 
Carlos Arroyo del Rio to the United 
States will be marked by a special 
set of stamps, The values are 10, 20, 
30, 50 centavo, 1 and 10 sucre; for 
airmail, 50, 70 centavo, 3, 5 and 10 
sucre. 

Egypt — A 25-millieme, purple, 
stamp has been added to the airmail 
series, depicting a plane over the 
Pyramids of Gizeh. 

France—A 10-centime, blue, and a 
30-centime, red stamp have been is- 
sued. The general design portrays 
Hermes, but the inscription is altered 
to read “Postes Francaise” instead of 
“Republique Francaise.” 


Norway—Reports from London say 
that Germans have confiscated the 
plates from which high-value Nor- 
wegian stamps had been made before 
the invasion, to produce “reprints” 
which are being sold in unoccupied 
countries of Europe as genuine rari- 
ties, 

Spain—A 1-peseta, blue stamp has 
been issued to honor Juan de la Cier- 
va, inventor of the autogyro. His first 
flight was made twenty years ago, 
and in 1928 he crossed the English 
Channel, 

Spain has issued a 5-centimo, red 
stamp belatedly to mark the 450th 
anniversary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica, The design shows the Santa Ma- 
ria, flagship of Christopher Columbus, 
who may be seen as a tiny figure on 
the poopdeck. 

Union of South Africa — The % 
penny, springbook-type stamp has 
been issued, printed in green instead 
of green and black as heretofore.

SLOGAN ADVERTISING 


F pled person who receives foreign 

mail, even West Indies colonial 
mail, knows that slogan sales effort 
is evident everywhere. Coffee, sugar, 
rest cures and vacation spots, meat, 
hides, even nitrates, are only a few 
of the things that appear as basic 
parts of hand or machine cancelations 
on letters. And if it pays the smaller 
countries, what about multiplying it 
by thousands and giving our own mail 
a distinct advertisin, cancelation fla- 
vor? 

Do we need to advertise, too? We 
do, and we need to have advertising 
on every bit of mail leaving our 
shores. 


STAMP BOOKLETS 


What has become of the effort to 
print the stamp booklets as other 
countries do, selling the “ad” space 
to the highest bidder, and perhaps 
getting the books for nothing, plus a 
profit? We might also get better 
stamp booklets. They do in other 
countries. Could be we’d get mixed 
ones for a dollar, plus an air plane 
stamp or two and a special delivery. 
Even we might get a page of package 
values, 

Would any firms bid for such a 
chance? The chances are that the P. 
O. D. would find itself in a consider- 
able business. Bids in other countries 
have shown the idea has many friends 
and many advertising men anxious to 
bid. 

The way to start is to write your 
congressman, 


FIND OUT VALUES 


Not the least interesting outstand- 
ing fact that parallels the events of 
the first World War, is this story 
about there being “no stock.” It is 
elaborated into varied and even spec- 
tacular stories of “increases” over 
catalog “because of no material on 
the market” and because of demand. 

There is plenty of stock. It is of- 
fered in every big city daily. It is just 
as often turned down by the dealer 
“because he cannot afford to pay more 
than 10% of catalog total” or because 
he has “no demand except for U. S.” 
Both of these are usually gross fab- 
rications. Don’t sell if you have a boy 
in service. He may come home well 
and able to work. Let’s hope he does, 
But he may come home a bit the worse 
for his service effort. Then, and as 
never before, he will want his coll2c- 
tion. Then as never before he will 





want friends, exchangers, something 
to exchange with, and his old collec- 
tion (no matter how attenuated, no 
matter how small) will give him some- 
thing to make a start with. Don’t 
throw it out for a small bit of folding 
money. If you must have funds, at 
least find out what he has in the book. 
Ask his pals. See those who know. It 
is not beyond possibility that in that 
book lies a few, mayoe more, good 
items. Be canny and stiff necked for 
the boy’s sake. Find out. 


WRITING UP YOUR PAGES 

Coming back once more to writing 
up of your pages, there is a chance to 
help those who are still in doubt, The 
biggest maker of gummed paper has 
a new product (not new today, but 
new to many dealers), which is a nice 
white, matching nearly all good gum- 
med, blank pages in color, Typed 
titles on this paper, stay white and 
they look well. Typing with a single 
line feed and clippimg close to the 
typing, gives titles that look well, are 
no thicker than the rest of the page, 
thus making no extra bulk, are re- 
movable by the paint off process, and 
are correctable. Typing is easier than 
using a lettering device, also faster. 
You don’t run the risk of ink smears, 
or damage to your stamps. Try it. 

Almost any typing is more readable 
than hand printing, and much faster 
for persons who don’t do pen work 
readily.

Review of the New Official 
Bureau Catalog 


HE 27th edition of the Mitchell- 

Hoover Official Catalog of United 
States Bureau Precancels reached col- 
lectors the middle of July. It wears 
a green dress this year and the first 
thing noticed is that it is bound with 
the popular Wire-O binder. 

This catalog is more than a price 
list. Probably its greatest value is as 
a handbook. The introduction has 
been rearranged and is crowded with 
valuable information and this is sup- 
plemented with copious footnotes 
throughout the book. It would be a 
decided improvement if the introduc- 
tory pages were set in larger type. 
The present type is difficult to read 
and, on that account, this valuable 
portion of the catalog may be passed 
over by many. 

This edition has many new notes on 
hand-set and machine-set varieties. 
There is an added note, No. 4, which 
states: 

“In May, 1943, Bureau Printing re- 
verted to the 1938 Presidential issue 
for the 1c, 2c and 3c denominations, 
although the War issue plates were 
available. At date of publication it 
is not known if this is temporary or 
permanent. Therefore if the 1c Presi- 
dential issue is precanceled currently 
and made available the price of the 
listed 1c Presidentiais will automat- 
ically revert to 6c.” 

The 8c Win-the-War plates have 
been back on the presses and the 1c 
and 2c are appearing again so it looks 
now as if there were not much chance 
of the 1c, 2c and 8c Presidentials 
being generally precanceled again. 

Other notes have been rewritten 
for greater clarity. An instance is 
the Sp“p”ingfield and A“l”hol coil 
errors. It is now stated that the pair

prices are for a pair showing the 
correct spelling on one stamp and the 
error on the other. As the note stood 
before, a tyro might think both 
stamps should be of the error variety. 

A page in the catalog is devoted to 
a “Tentative Listing.” This is a list 
of the stamps that were announced 
by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing as having been precanceled 
and shipped to the city ordering same, 
but copies of which had not yet been 
circulated and seen by the editor of 
the catalog. 


There is one item that has had a 
place on this tentative list now for 
many years. It is the only item of the 
1922-32 series known to have been 
precanceled but so far unreported. It 
is the 17c Pittsburgh and was printed 
in December, 1934. 


On this tentative list there are a 
half-dozen wide-spaced Presidential 
stamps, the 30c Toledo and five coils 
from other cities. Therefore, the wide- 
spaced Presidentials hardly can be 
said to be complete as there also 
will be additional coils issued in this 
wide spacing. 

There are no wide Defense on the 
tentative list so this series is defin- 
itely completed. There are four nar- 
now Defense Bureaus on the list. 
These are likely to be placed in cir- 
culation any day. There will be no 
more issued as the Defense plates 
have been permanently shelved. The 
Defense issues may now be considered 
complete. 


Prices show a general upward trend 
and the changes are most numerous. 
For the most part they are small ones, 
usually a 10% to 20% increase.

Every type of Bureau precancela- 
tion from every city is illustrated 
making it easy for any stamp col- 
lector, though without any knowledge 
of precancels, to find easily the list- 
ing of any specimen upon which he 
may wish to check.

Owing to the scarcity of foreign 
stamps — particularly new issues — 
and the high prices of old . United 
States stamps, many collectors are 
turning to precancels and are finding 
them of even greater interest than 
what they collected formerly. While 
many new collectors are being added 
to the ranks of those interested in 
precancels, there are many, who, ordi- 
narily would be collecting precancels 
actively, now are in the service of our 
country or are so busy with war 
activities that they have little time 
at present to devote to their collec- 
tions. 

When the war is over and normal 
times are with us again, these col- 
lectors will want to secure the Bureaus 
now current that they are not adding 
now to their collections. It is not diffi- 
cult to see what will happen to prices 
on these current Bureaus when that 
time comes, is it?

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


BEAUTY IS AS 
BEAUTY VIEWED 


The beauty of a coin depends on 
the artistic taste of the viewer. Oc- 
casionally one hears a remark about 
the beauty of our recently minted 
coins and the lack of beauty in our 
earlier ones; this is a mistaken esti- 
mate. The transition from our early 
unadorned coins to the present fanci- 
fully decorated ones was not an in- 
stance of “from the ridiculous to the 
sublime,” but merely a change in type 
of beauty. Who will say that the 
beauty-parlored glamorers of today 
are more beautiful than the rosy 
cheeked, long hairea girls of yester- 
day. Whistler’s Mother is devoid of 
all artistic doo-dads, yet, symbolizing 
motherhood as it does, it is considered 
one of the world’s beauty master- 
pieces, The beauty of a coin should be 
judged by its symbolism, not its 
“dress.” The coins of Mexico with 
their loathsome (to us) snake are 
beautiful to the Mexicans. 


Our two-cent piece is very plain, no 
curly-cues, yet it is one of our most 
beautiful coins; the figures, the let- 
tering, the arrangement of words on 
the coin are so perfectly blended that 
its very plainness makes for its beau- 
ty. And the same may apply to our 
dainty little silver three-cents and 
half-dime. Even our oid-fashioned 
halves and dollars, depicting fearless 
Liberty with her un&Xempt hair and 
the oddly designed eagle, are plain to 
a degree, yet their symbolic back- 
ground beautifies them. Our crowded 
commemorative halwes are not always 
spoken of as beauties, but they are 
certainly commemoratively beautiful. 
Beauty on coins is. like beauty in 
everything else, a matter of taste of 
the viewer. 


NICOTINE CURRENCY 


Money is as money serves. We use 
paper bills and metal discs because 
they best serve our purpose. All “odd” 
money of the long ago is not, as most 


suppose, obsolete. This global war 
with its ever changing war maps, 
daily news, and hourly broadcasts is 
changing the community of nations 
from a far-flung world into a closely- 
knitted neighborhood, and we are be- 
coming better acquainted with our 
neighbors’ “odd monies”. Theirs is no 
odder to us than ours is to them. 
Probably the most surprising to us is 
the present wide use of what we have 
considered obsolete, tobacco currency, 
a throw-back to the copacco “coinage” 
of the early Virginia planters. The 
Science Digest tells us: “The Aus- 
tralian Army has asked the Food Dis- 
tribution Administration to send over 
20 to 30 tons a month of a particular 
kind of dark twist tobacco, which has 
long been chewed by natives of New 
Guinea, the Solomon Islands and New 
Britain and also used for money. 
The “Aussies” want the tobacco to 
bargain with South Sea Islanders. 
Unlike the conventional loop of home 
chewers, the tobacco is twisted like 
rope and cut in seven-inch lengths 
which are pressure flattened into 
sticks one-fourth an inch wide.” 


THE NEW ERA 


The use of three different metals, 
copper, nickel and silver in our small 
change is more from custom than ne- 
cessity. As none of them are worth 
their weight in metal, mere tokens, 
they could well be made, all of them, 
of the same metal, and at a much less 
expense. The silver coins are not 
worth their face value because of the 
silver in them, but because the govern- 
ment O. K’s. them, so why use silver? 
Coins evolved from weights, and were 
worth their weight, and this continued 
down through the years. At the estab- 
lishment of our Mint, and for many 
years after, our coins were worth 
their weight; if the amount of silver 
in a coin was changed it was so des- 
ignated on the coin py an arrow at 
side of date. If the bullion price of 
silver changed and coins were worth 
more as bullion than as currency they 


© 


were melted for the profit. War needs 
have brought a new era in our coin- 
age with its steel pennies and silver 
nickels, and after the war the govern- 
ment might find it expedient to make 
all of our “small change” of the same 
metal, possibly steel. While the coins 
would all look alike, the different de- 
nominations could beeasily distinguish- 
ed by their different sizes or shapes, 
something on the order of our state 
tax tokens. The Missouri 1 and 5 mill 
zine tax tokens are of the same size 
but readily distinguished even in the 
dark by the round hole in the center 
of the five-mill token. Why use 25 
cents worth of silver in making a 50- 
cent piece, and only one cent (or less) 
of paper in a $1,000 bill. The after 
the war New Era will bring us many 
changes, among which may be a new 
type of coins. 


COLLECTINGLY 
“Money in thy purse will ever be in 
fashion.” 

It is easier to start a youngster on 
the right path than to teach an old 
dog new tricks! A reader writes: “In 
the long run, more will be accomplish- 
ed for numismatics by moulding a 
group of boys into earnest collectors 
than will be gained trying to convert 
a few old heads with a handful of 
cents and big ideas of wealth from 
them.” Beauty is as behaves; the re- 
cent, beautifully designed coins have- 
n’t the numismatic value of the older, 
less beautiful ones. The monetary 
term Guinea is neither fowl nor ani- 
mal but is taken from Guinea, in 
Africa, from whence came the gold 
for the minting of the coin. The 13 
stars on so many of our coins symbol- 
ize the original 1s states; leaving 
them off does not mean a slight, for 
the legend E Pluribus Unum has 13 
letters. For many years natives of 
New Guinea, Solomon Isles and New 
Britain have used dark twist chewing 
tobacco as money. Don’t worry about 
imperfect coins; numismatics, like 
mankind, “is helped in its progress 
almost as much by the study of im- 
perfection as by the contemplation of 
perfection.” Tokens issued during the 
Civil War are also known as copper 
heads. The Indian appears on six of 
our commemorative coins, On the 1935 
Hudson commemorative half-dollar 
Neptune is riding backward on a dol- 
phin. This at first seems odd, but 
when you notice he has a mermaid as

Pulse of the Coin Market 

Are coins looking up? I’ll say so. 
A dealer wrote me recently that he 
just sold a collection of Russian 
Platinum coins, only one kind of coins, 
for $8,250. He added: “Another has 
just paid me $2,500 cash for U. S. 
coins.” He sold a “washlady” dollar 
for $150, and a “Schoolgirl dollar’ 
for the same price. Newcomer paid 
$500 apiece for the same pattern dol- 
lar 25 years ago. The seller was 
Edgar H. Adams, now deceased. Good 
records are reported. 

A late high in small cents is $6 for 
an ordinary 1858 cent, uncirculated; 
this is over catalog price according 
to the last supplement to the price 
list, which lists, not buying prices but 
selling prices, the same as the stamp 
catalog. A new catalog is coming out 
September 1, with greatly advanced 
coin prices. 

Quite a few unusual coins have 
come onto the market and are being 
snapped up by collectors. A “naked 
bust, Washington cent of 1797” was 
sold recently for a tidy sum, also a 
British Settlements in Kentucky token 
in silver, 1796, the latter, a specimen 
the writer hadn’t heard of since the 
Gschwend sale in 1908. The latter is 
one of the most beautiful of the 
colonial half pence and it was, no 
doubt, made in England. Some of the 
big dealers have been doing some tall 
buying of coins lately, according to 
reports. As Mr. Proskey said, “All 
U. S. proof coins are rare.” 


Some Remarkable Medals of 
George Washington 

As dynasties, kings and princes 
fall, as presidents and politicians rise, 
and disappear, the name of Washing- 
ton shines with undimmed lustre. He 
was, in my opinion, the greatest per- 
sonality of all time, for he saved a 
great country from inevitable defeat 
in the Revolution. He was, in fact, 
called “the soul of the Revolution,” 
a shining beacon among that band of 
heroic men who steadfastly endured 
for those awful eight years between 
1775 and 1783, with final triumph at 
Yorktown. There were many others, 
who also shone with great lustre: the 
Starks, the Paul Reveres, Ethan Al- 
lens, Patrick Henrys, Col. John Laur-

ens, Alexander Hamiltons, Warrens, 
Prescotts, General Greenes, Anthony 
Waynes, and so on. Towering above 
all was Washington, the dignified, the 
resolute, the patient, the most ex- 
emplary figure in our history. 
Medals began to be awarded to him 
almost from the start of the Revolu- 
tion. The one described entirely in 
French with an anonymous portrait 
and armorial bearings, seems to have 
been the earliest. Others followed by 
Manly, Twigg; there was the large 
coin series, which mostly emanated 
from England, the pattern half dollar 
by Getz of Pennsylvania, and many 
others in close succession. Baker in 
his monumental work lists 651 differ- 
ent medals, tokens and mules struck 
to honor Washington. This covers a 
period only up to 1885, and that was 
58 years ago. Since then, hundreds 
Washington medals and 
tekens have been issued. I am men- 
tioning only a few distinct varieties. 
Among the early ones comes the

token called “Washington the Great,” 
issued by some other worthy with 
imperialistic leanings, who might 
have wanted to see Washington as 
king of America, as did Colonel 
Nicola, who wrote Washington from 
headquarters at Newburg suggesting 
that idea direct to him. The obverse 
of this token bears a curious and 
crude bust and the legend reads: 
WASHINGTON. THE. GREAT. D. 
G. (Dei Gratia), which smacks of 
royalty. The reverse bears a chain 
of 13 links, for the early states, each 
bearing the initial of one of the 13 
original states on the central space. 
Only two are said to be known. One 
was in the Colonel Green collection, 
which came from the W. S. Appleton 
collection of Boston; the second is in 
the U, S. Mint collection. This curious 
token has no official origin of course, 
though how the mint got it is a 
mystery. 

Another is the celebrated “Georgius 
Triumpho.” The reverse has the god- 
dess of Liberty standing behind a 
framework of 13 bars, beneath the 
legend “Voce Populi,” (the voice of 
the people). There-was also the “Non 
Vi virtuti vici” pictured in Crosby 
which I sold at the Gschwend sale in 
1908 for $300. Hillyer Rider, an old- 
time collector, was the purchaser. 

The reverse bore a shield and “E. 
Pluribus Unum.” The bust is in civil 
dress and has little resemblance to 
the head of Washington. There was 
the “Washington half cent,” dated 
1793, mentioned and shown by Crosby 
in his book on cents and half cents of 
1793 — some doubt if it is genuine. 
Washington’s bust is in uniform, with 
date 1793 beneath. Reverse half cent 
between laurel branches, tied by a 
bow; beneath is a fraction, “1/200” 
as shown on the half cents before 
1800, and “United States of America.” 
The edge reads “Two hundred for a 
Dollar.” 


Quite a few collectors would like 
100 for a dollar, or even one. The 
writer has never seen this pattern. 
Only two are known; they are listed 
by Snowden, page 39, and by Bush- 
nell, 1254. Not everyone knows there 
were pattern two and five-cent coins 
of the mint with heads of Washing- 
ton. Until recent years these were 
obtainable for a few dollars. Not so 
today. During the Civil War, Brime- 
low, a druggist, at 432 Third Avenue, 
in New York, issued quite a series 


- bearing the head of Washington; they 


were in two sizes and in several met-

most unsightly and ugly Washington 
medal was by J. Manly, struck about 
1790, at Philadelphia which shows a 
crude caricature bust.

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often rare medals and tokens. Another 
small token with Washington’s head, 
by Bale, had this legend. “To King 
Alcohol Not One Cent,” a temperance 
token of 100 years ago. It is rare 
today; another calls him “True, wise 
and merciful.” 

Westwood was a contemporary en- 
graver who made fair Washington 
medals. Ancther had the scene of the 
cherry tree episode, made famous by 
a historian who also wrote fiction 
when he concocted that cherry tree 
story. The token states, “I cannot tell 
a lie.” 

Washington’s head adorns many of 
the award and school medals, also 
celebrations and military medals. Two 
of the most notable are the Siege of 
Boston and the celebrated C. C. 
Wright medal with the signing scene 
depicted on the reverse. The medals 
by DuVivier are patterned after Hou- 
don’s celebrated bust. During the 
Civil War, Lovett, the coin dealey, 
also made many Washington medals 
and tokens. These are of fair work- 
manship and are occasionally found 
today. One of the Civil War tokens 
showed the Washington statue, eques- 
trian in style, in Union Square, New 
York City. 

The name of Washington will al- 
ways appeal to Americans. In these 
days, it is restful to think of Wash- 
ington, of whom it was aptly said: 
“First in war, first in peace, first in 
the hearts of his countrymen.” The 
numerous medals honoring him show 
that no other American so impressed 
the people of this country with his 
worth.

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THE SPEAR 


A STICK sharpened at the end, and 

hardened in the fire, is the only 
offensive weapon known to the un- 
tutored savages; and was the first 
spear among the ancients. In time, 
however, to render it more effective 
in the work of destruction, it was 
pointed with horn, fishbone, and flints, 
as it is now in some countries, where 
the use of metal is unknown; and 
finally, it was pointed, successively, 
with brass, or copper, iron, and steel. 
Homer, indeed, speaks of “brazen 
spears;” and Herodotus relates, that 
some spears and battle axes, in his 
day, were either made of, or covered 
with that metal. Such appears, also, 
to have been known to the Hebrews; 
for we frequently read in the Scrip- 
tures of the “glittering spear;’ and 
the “target,” or lance, which Goliath 
carried, beside his great heavy spear, 
as was the practice of ancient heroes, 
is expressly said to be made of 
“brass” or copper, i. Sam. xvii. 6. 
Little is known concerning the con- 
struction of the Hebrew spear, but as 
the instrument is necessarily very 
simple, we may conclude that it re- 
sembled those of other nations. Those 
which are pointed out as the most 
probable representation of the spears 
used by the Hebrews, are those which 
are still retained by the Arabs. One 
of these serves both for thrusting and 
for throwing a short distance. It is 
about 12 feet long, and it is pointed 
with iron or steel. It is frequently 
plain, but sometimes it has two large 
balls, or tufts of black ostrich feath- 
ers, placed at a short distance from 
the top, the upper ball being fringed 
with short white ostrich feathers, 


which gives the weapon an elegant

appearance. When the Arab throws 
his spear, it is generally at a horse- 
man whom he cannot overtake, and 
then he only throws it from a short 
distance. To strike with it, he poises 
it for a time over his head, and then 
he thrusts it forward; sometimes he 
shakes at the height of the saddle. 


Those that are pursued continually 
thrust the spear backward, to prevent 
the approach of the pursuer’s steed; 
and, frequently, by throwing the point 
of his spear behind, he, by his dex- 
terity, kills either the steed, or his 
rider. The spear, it should be ob- 
served, has an iron spine at the ex- 
tremity, which alone adapts it for 
such a purpose. 

This spike is used also for the pur- 
pose of sticking the spear into the 
ground, when the warrior is at rest. 
When Saul pursued David into the 
wilderness of Ziph, he is described as 
asleep in his encampment, with “his 
spear stuck in the ground at his 
holster.” 


Homer describes Diomede, with his 
companions in arms, asleep with their 
shields beneath their heads, and their 
spears planted in the soil on their 
ends inverted, while their polished 
heads glittered in the air as the light- 
ning. 

Beside this, the Arabs have a 
shorter kind of spear, which may be 
called a javelin, and may also answer 
to that used by the Hebrews. This 
spear may be hurled to a considerable 
distance. But the ancients used a 
great variety of javelins, and some 
such may have been used by the He- 
brews. Thus, the light kind of dart 
used by the Romans, which was about 
three feet long, and not more than an 
inch thick, with a fine tapering point 
four inches in length, may have been 
the Shebatim, “darts,” of which Joab 
took “three” in his hand, and struck 
through the heart of the undutiful 
Absalom as he hung on the tree, 2 
Sam. xviii. 14. These were very slen- 
der darts, so slender, indeed, that they 
bent at the first stroke; so that the 
enemy could not hurl them back again. 
But the Romans had stronger and 
heavier darts than these, the two 
principal sorts of which were, the 


-one square, and the other round. It 


was probably such as these that Saul, 
urged by the evil spirit that troubled 
him, hurled at David as he played his 
minstrelsey to sooth his troubled 
mind, 1 Sam. xix. 10. Ancient javelins 
were not always discharged by the 
hand. The projection, sometimes, was 
assisted by a strap girt around the 
middle. A sort of harpoon was also 
in use. A long strap was fastened to 
the head of the dart, which the war- 
rior retained when he discharged it, 
and by which he drew it back again 
for further use. 

In the figurative language of Scrip- 
ture,the judgments of God, orhislight- 
nings are represented as spears.In his 
sublime prayer, the prophet Habakkuk 
says: “The sun and moon stood 
still in their habitation: at the light 
of thine arrows they went, and at the 
shining of thy glittering spear,” Hab. 
iii. 11. Allusion to the terrible effect 
which attends the spear is made by 
the prophet Nahum, in similar lan- 
guage: “The horseman lifteth up both 
the bright sword and the glittering 
spear;” or, as it is in the margin, 
“the flame of the sword, and the light- 
ning of the spear;” “and there is a 
multitude of slain,” Nahum, iii. 3. 
Allusion is also made in Scripture to 
the lightning-like effect of the javelin 
or spear. Solomon, in the book of Prov- 
erbs, in a chapter which Maimonides 
understands as the similitude of an 
adulterous woman, to point out the 
temptations arising from vice, says, 
at the conclusion, of the unhappy 
youth who is thus led astray: “He 
goeth after her straightway, as an ox 
goeth to the slaughter, or as a fool 
to the correction of the stocks; till a 
dart,” or javelin, “strike through his 
liver” suddenly and fatally, Prov. vii. 
St. Paul, also, in his description of the 
complete armor of a Christian, alludes 
to the fatal effects of this weapon in 
warfare: “Above all, taking the shield 
of faith, wherewith ye shall be able 
to quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked,” Eph. vi. 16: or, as it may 
be thus paraphrased: “Above all, tak- 
ing the firm belief of the doctrines 
and promises of the gospel, where- 
with ye shall be able to repel all 
those furious suggestions and deadly 
temptations of the wicked one, which, 
like envenomed darts, kindle by the 
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swiftness of their passage.” In allu- 
sion to this passage, an elegant writer 
has observed: “These fiery darts, 
whether as fire-bearing arrows or 
javelins” (for they were supposed to 
have reference to both), “were used 
both to distress and injure the per- 
sons of the enemy, or to set their 
tents and wooden buildings on fire. 
These missiles were, in their more 
simple form, twined round with tar 
and pitch, and discharged in a burn- 
ing condition.” But the more com- 
plete and injurious weapon is de- 
scribed by Ammianus Marcellinus as 
a hollowed reed, to the lower part of 
which, under the point or barb, was 
attached a round receptacle, made of 
iron, for combustible materials, so 
that such an arrow had much resem- 
blance to a distaff. The reed was fill- 
ed with burning naphtha; and when

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the arrow was discharged, if allowed 
to take full effect, it struck the 
enemy’s ranks, or the object at which 
it was directed, and remained infixed, 
the flame consuming whatever it met 
with, and was of such a nature, that 
water had no effect upon it, but 
rather increased its violence; nor 
could it be extinguished, but by being 
smothered with earth. Arrian says, 
that the “fiery darts,” if arrows, or 
javelins in the proper sense of the 
word, were easily extinguished; and 
they certainly were so, if opposed by 
a metal-covered shield, for they must 
have some soft substance whereon to 
alight to have the desired effect.—

Famous Marksman 


Passes 


UNITED PRESS report from 

Norfolk, Nebr., dated July 3, tells 
of the death of Dr. Richard Tanner 
in that city. 

With his death, ended the fabulous 
career of the circus hero of a genera- 
tion of schoolboys — Diamond Dick, 
the dexterous deadshot of a now-dim- 
ming decade. 

He knew Buffalo Bill and Calamity 
Jane. 

He could pick flying birds out of 
the air with a triggerless sixgun 
which he fanned with his thumb. 

He could shoot a penny off a 
woman’s head. 

Tanner died last night at the age 
of 74. He suffered a broken leg 
when he fell two weeks ago. He had 
been in failing health for two years. 

Diamond Dick disappeared from 
the circus world in 1905. He spent 
four years studying medicine at Lin- 
coln Medical College and appeared in 
Norfolk in 1909. It wasn’t until 15 
years later that the towns-people 
learned the gentle practitioner who 
cared for their ills was the famous 
marksman of the years before. 

Tanner was born near Taylorville, 
Ill., on Nov. 29, 1869. He moved to 
Nebraska with his parents in 1878 
and became engrossed with the stories 
of the marksmanship of the frontiers- 
men of the preceding decade. He de- 
cided to learn to shoot. 

When he was 16 he approached a 
circus owner and asked for a job. The 
man in turn asked what the slender, 
unsmiling youth could do. “I can out- 
shoot any man in Nebraska,” he said. 

Buffalo Bill Cody and Pawnee Bill 
Lilly were among the performers. 
Young Diamond Dick held his own. 
He soon shared their fame, and be- 
gan working with Mexis Kennedy, 
“the greatest woman shot in the 
world.” 


In 1893 he made what he claimed

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Our Archaeological Expeditions 


By CORPORAL ED MOHR 


EAT always falls heavily on Ala- 

bama in the summer. To my 
friend, Corporal Joe Sifford, and me, 
it seemed to be falling heaviest one 
Sunday morning as we pedalled our 
bicycles out a highway in southern 
Alabama on what we referred to as 
an “archaeological expedition.” 

On this expedition, Sunday, June 
13, we visited the site of Ecunhudki. 
This was our third trip to prolific 
Ecunhudki. Our return to this site 
for the third time is accounted for 
by its extensiveness, and the fervid 
Alabama sun, which makes working 
almost unbearable for more than 15 
minutes without stopping for shade, 
and replenishment of our bodies with 
water lost through excessive pers- 
piration. 

On this Sunday, the field was in 
excellent condition. Heavy rains dur- 
ing the week had surfaced and 
washed up many sherds which are 
found in great abundance on Ecun- 
hudki. Proof of the perfect working 
condition of the site is a small blue 
trade bead found lying visibly at the 
end of one of the field’s* furrows. In 
addition to many designed sherds, we 
found the usual number of crude 
quartz arrowheads, (approximately 45 
between us) two pottery discs, sev- 
eral small black flint points, a flint 
scraper and an unidentified shell arti- 
fact. Of stone objects we found but 
three: two hammers, and a rather 
rounded fiat black stone which we 
were not able to identify. 

To make the record of the trip 
complete: before approaching the site 
we stopped at a stream which runs 
near Ecunhudki, and which we believe 
empties into the Tallapoosa River. 
The stream, the name of which we 
haven’t learned, was refreshing to us 
after approximately two hours of al- 
most constant pedaling. This stream 
runs a shaded course, and has a sandy 
bottom. It was on the bank of this 
stream that Joe found a nicely worked 
flint knife, but it was broken. 

* * * 


On Sunday, June 6. we explored 


Ecunhudki for the second time. We 
were rather disappointed to find the 
field (which is planted in cotton) had 
been cultivated since our first visit 
the week before. Nevertheless, we 
were able to find many sherds despite 
the poor working condition of the 
field. We also found a number of 
quartz arrowheads, along with a stone 
grinder picked up by Joe. Unfavor- 
able conditions for surface finds, to- 
gether with a high temperature, 
(which we later judged to be around 
115 degrees) made us quit the field 
rather early. We thought of attempt- 
ing to locate another site believed to 
be about three miles up the road, but 
old Sol seemed to turn on more heat, 
and chased us back to camp. 
: -+ & 

It was on Sunday, May 30, that 
we discovered Ecunhudki. As a mat- 
ter of record, I am going to relate 
briefly, how the sites in the Talla- 
poosa River region came to our atten- 
tion, and the factor which prompted 
our desire to visit them. 

It was in an old issue of Arrow 
Points, a publication issued by the 
Anthropological Society of Alabama, 
(since discontinved) that we came 
upon a map drawing of part of El- 
more County showing the sites (9 in 
all) designated as being in the region 
of the Tallapoosa River. The seem- 
ingly close proximity of all sites to 
Maxwell Field kindled our almost 
constant desire to ransack some field 
in the hope of finding relics to be 
added to our collections. Consequent- 
ly, we procured maps from the High- 
way Department and bicycles to set- 
tle the question of transportation; and 
thus began the archaeological expedi- 
tions which we have had, and intend 
to continue, weather and the Army 
permitting, 

On May 30, we set out to find 
Ecunhudki. We stopped at a house 
for water, and during the conversa- 
tion which ensued with the owner 
(whom we had come to know from 
previous stops for water,) we asked 
for his help in locating the site of 
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Ecunhudki. (Note: Joe, who is adept 
at map reading had already figured 
the approximate location by the map 
which he carried on his bicycle.) The 
owner pointed to a field in the dis- 
tance which he thought was the site, 
and which, incidentally, was part of 
his many acres. He remarked that 
the field had been partly excavated 
by Dr. Robert P. Burke, student on 
Indian cultures of this particular sec- 
tion of Alabama. We decided that 
steps would be saved by approaching 
the field from the road, and after 
receiving instructions we started off. 


It was through Joe’s determination 
that the field was located after mak- 
ing several futile attempts. It was 
then, too, that we discovered the de- 
lightful stream, the thought of which 
has proven a means of fortification 
to us when puffing along the highway. 
The field was in good condition for 
making surface finds. Sherds were so 
plenteous that we soon had more than 
we could handle, not having brought 
carrying facilities. We had never, on

“~— Mohawk Valley and its arti- 

facts comprised the hobby of the 
late Robert M. Hartley of Schenec- 
tady, N. Y. He gathered together a 
representative collection which now 
has been completely installed, through 
his foresight, in the Margaret Reaney 
Memorial Library, St. Johnsville, N. 
Y., according to the Mohawk Valley 
Genealogy and History Supplement. 

As this newspaper of the Mohawk 
Valley states: ; 

“The sites occupied by the Mohawks 
were of three kinds; the stockaded 
refuges or ‘castles’ built on easily de- 
fended hilltops, of which there were 
usually three, one each for the Turtle, 
Bear and Wolf clans; a number of 
small outlying villages connected with 
each of these castles; and scattered 
camps or hunters’ cabins. 

“The Mohawks came into the Mo- 
hawk Valley only shortly before the 
first white explorers visited this re- 
gion, and a majority of their sites 
show evidence of trade with the 
Dutch, French or English in the form 
of scraps of iron and brass, clay trade 
pipes, Venetian glass beads, iron 
knives and axes, and other trade 
goods. Their first forts and villages

had been located well back from the 
river, but as they grew more secure 
and extended their power over neigh- 
boring tribes, the Mohawks’ castles 
were moved closer to the fertile river 
flats where corn, beans and squash 
could be grown. The locations of 
these forts and villages were changed 
frequently during colonial times and 
not all have yet been identified by 
their Indian names as given in the 
early records. 

“The Algonkians and other tribes 
who preceded the Iroquois, followed 
by the Mohawks, in this region built 
their villages for the most part on the 
river flats. Consequently, sites near 
good springs, fords, clay banks and 
other attractive spots often yield the 
relics of several different Indian oc- 
cupations, superimposed one on the 
other and usually very thoroughly 
mixed by the plow. These different 
peoples may have followed each other 
over a period of years or centuries— 
only systematic excavation of such 
a site, provided the plow has not 
gone too deep, can tell.” 

Much of the history of the Indians 
of the Mohawk Valley can be recon- 
structed through the Hartley collec- 
tion. For instance, one group of speci- 
mens from the Merkely site near 
Williamsburg, Ontario, has its place 
in the Mohawk artifacts because it is 
thought that the site was occupied by 
the Mohawks before they emigrated 
from the St. Lawrence Valley into 
New York State in the late 1500’s. 

As pointed out, much remains to 
be told of the Mohawks and their 
Indian predecessors in the Mohawk 
Valley; however, Mr. Hartley’s re- 
searches and his careful recording of 
the data that he found has provided 
much material for the Indian relic 
collector of today and the future.

to be the longest horseback ride on 
record, 5,500 miles, without changing 
horses. On March 15 he left Lincoln, 
Nebr., for New York. On Dec. 15 he 
was back in Lincoln. His route took 
him through Omaha, Des Moines, 
Chicago, Fort Wayne, Columbus, 
Wheeling, Pittsburgh, Newark, New 
York and back again. 

Soon after the turn of the century 
he decided to turn his skillful hands 
and steady nerves to some other work. 
He dropped from sight and began 
studying medicine. He married Miss 
Ruth Goodman of Lincoln in 1906. 

Three years later, in Norfolk, he 
tacked up a shingle reading Dr. Rich- 
ard Tanner, and a new career began. 

He turned his back on the other life, 
except for one treasured possession. 
That was a pair of .44 caliber pistols 
with the triggers filed off. He used 
them in the style of the westerner, a 
lightning fast thumb fanning across 
a sensitive hammer.

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T\HE sapphire is noted as a regal 

gem by Damigeron, who asserts 
that kings wore it about their necks 
as a powerful defense from harm. 
The stone preserved the wearer from 
envy and attracted divine favor. For 
royal use, sapphires were set in brace- 
lets and necklaces, and the sacred 
character of the stone was attested 
by the tradition that the Law given 
to Moses on the Mount was engraved 
on tablets of sapphire. While we 
should probably translate here “lapis- 
lazuli” instead of “sapphire,” all such 
passages were later understood as 
referring to the true sapphire, which 
is not found in pieces of the requisite 
size.

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In the twelfth century, the Bishop 
of Rennes lavished encomiums upon 
this beautiful stone. It is quite nat- 
ural that this writer should lay espe- 
cial stress upon the use of the sap- 
phire for the adornment of rings, for 
it was in his time that it was begin- 
ning to be regarded as the stone most 
appropriate for ecclesiastical rings. 
The sapphire was like the pure sky, 
and mighty Nature had endowed it 
with so great a power that it might 
be called sacred and the gem of gems. 
Fraud was banished from its pres- 
ence and necromancers honored it 
more than any other stone, for it en- 
abled them to hear and to understand 
the obscurest oracles. 

The traditional virtue of the sap- 
phire as an antidote against poison 
is noted by Bartolomaeus Anglicus, 
who claims to have seen a test of its 
power, somewhat similar to that re- 
corded by Ahmed Teifashi of the em- 
erald. In John of Trevisa’s version 
this passage reads as follows: 

“His vertue is contrary to venym, 
and quencheth it every deale. And 
yf you put an attercoppe in a boxe 
and hold a very saphyre of Inde at 
the mouth of the boxe ony whyle, by 
vertue thereof the attercoppe is over- 
come and dyeth as it were sodenly, 
as Dyase. sayth (pseudo Dioscorides) , 
And this same I have assayed oft in 
many and dyvers places. His vertue 
kepeth and savyth-the syght, and 
clearyth even of fylthe wythout ony 
greyf.” 

Voicing the general belief that the 
sapphire was endowed with power to 
influence spirits, Bartolomaeus says 
that this stone was a great favorite 
with those who practised necromancy, 
and he adds: “Also wytches love well 
this stone, for they wene that they 
may werke certen wondres by vertue 
of this stone.” 

There was in the South Kensington 
Museum, in London, a splendid sap- 
Phire of a peculiar tint. In the day- 
light it shows a beautiful rich blue 
color, while by artificial light it has 
a violent hue and resembles an ame- 
thyst. In the eighteenth century this 
stone was in the collection of Count 
de Walicki, a Polish nobleman, and 
Mme. de Genlis used it as the theme 
of one of her stories, entitled ‘Le 
Saphire Merveilleux.” Here the sap- 
phire is used as a test of female vir- 
tue, the change of color indicating 
unfaithfulness on the part of the 
wearer, If the owner of the stone 
wished to prove that the subject of the 
test was innocent, sne was made to

wear the sapphire for three hours of 
daylight; but in the opposite case the 
test was so timed that it began in 
daylight and ended when the candles 
or lamps had been lighted, This sap- 
phire, still known ws the “Saphire 
Merveilleux,” was for a time in the 
collection of the Duke of Orleans, who 
bore the name of Phillipe Egalite dur- 
ing the French Revolution. 

The star sapphire is that variety of 
sapphire in which, when the stone is 
cut and rounded off horizontal with 
the dome of the crystal, the light is 
condensed across the three lines of 
crystalline interference, Three cross 
lines produce a star which moves as 
a source of light, or as it is moved 
from the source of light. Star sap- 
phires very rarely possess the deep 
blue color of the fine blue sapphire; 
generally the color is somewhat im- 
pure, or of a milky-blue, or else a 
blue-gray, or sometimes almost a pure 
white. The blue-gray, gray, and white 
stones frequently show a much more 
distinct star, possibly from the fact 
that there are more inclusions be- 
tween the layers of the crystals than 
with the darker blue stones, as it is 
the set of interference bands that pro- 
duces the peculiar light. Just as the 
eye agate was used in some countries 
to preserve against the Evil Eye, so 
the moving star is believed by the

The great Oriental traveller, Sir 
Richard Francis Burton, had a large 
star sapphire or asteria, as it was 
called. He referred to it as his talis- 
man, for it always brought him good 
horses and prompt attention wherever 
he went; in fact, it was only in those 
places where he received proper atten- 
tion that he would show it to the na- 
tives, a favor they greatly apprecia- 
ted, because the sight of the stone was 
believed to bring good luck. The fame 
of Burton’s asteria travelled ahead of 
him, and it served him well as a 
guiding-star. DeBoot, writing in the 
seventeenth century, states that such 
a stone was called Siegsein (victory- 
stone) among the Germans. 

The remarkable asteria, known as 
the “Star of India,” in the Morgan- 
Tiffany Collection in the American 
Museum of Natural History, has a 
more or less indefinite historic record 
of some three centuries, but after its 
many wanderings it has now found a 
worthy resting-place in the great Mu- 
seum. Its weight is 543 carats. 

The asteria, or star sapphire, might 
be called a “Stone of Destiny,” as the 
three cross-bars which traverse it are 
believed to represent Faith, Hope, 
and Destiny, As the stone is moved, 
or the light changes, a living star ap- 
pears, As a guiding gem, warding off 
ill omen and the Evil Eye, the star- 
sapphire is worn for the same reasons 
as were the oculus mundi and the 
oculus Beli. One of the most unique of 
talismanic stones, it is said to be so 
potent that it continues to exercise 
its good influence over the first wear- 
er even when it has passed into other 
hands,

miniatures and that the little figures 
were made to dance to Indian music. 
With the aid of motors, and by re- 
cording rea] Indian music, he was able 
to create almost the same motions that 
the real Indians go through in the 
dance. 

Among the most interesting pro- 
jects to come to light as a result of 
this story about the little Crow cere- 
monial dancers is that of the Califor- 
nian who has created a miniature 
theatre. It seems tnat after several 
years of experimentation, this collec- 
tor has succeeded in synchronizing 
almost perfectly the actions and ges- 
tures of miniature doll-figures with 
human voices by means of phonograph 
and radio into what he calls the 
“Theatre Mechanizque.” No full-sized 
theater is said to be more elaborate 
in equipment than the tiny revolving 
stages created by this collector for his 
miniature figures. His entire outfit 
occupies a specially built miniature 
auditorium which seats 50 guests.

“Memoirs of American Governors” 
(1846). He was a member of the New 
Hampshire State Legislature in 1828. 
He was employed in the Post Office 
at New York, and from 1845 to 1848 
was librarian of the New York Histo- 
rical Society. He was the first Ameri- 
can postmaster in California serving 
in San Francisco from 1848 to 1852. 
He died in Bellows Falls, Vt., Sept. 1, 
1853. 

His brother, Henry Eaton Moore, 
was born at Andover, N. H., in 1803. 
He published the “Grafton Chronicle” 
(Plymouth, N. H.) from Jan,1, 1825 
until March, 1826, and subsequently 
became a teacher and composer of 
music, Among his works are “The 
Musical Catechism;” “Merrimack Col- 
lection of Instrumental Music;” “New 
Hampshire Collection of Church Mus- 
ic;” “The Choir:” “Collection of An- 
thems, Choruses, and Set Pieces;” and 
“The Northern Harp: A Collection of 
Sacred Harmony.” He died in 1841. 

John Weeks Moore, another brother, 
born at Andover, N. H., in 1807, was 
connected with the “Bellows Falls 
(Vt.) Gazette” and other journals. He 
also published works on music includ- 
ing: “Vocal and Instrumental Self- 
Instructor;” “Sacred Minstrel;” “Mu- 
sician’s Lexicon;” “Complete Encyclo- 
paedia of Music —- Elementary, Tech- 
nical, Historical, Biograrhical, Vocal, 
and Instrumental,” Boston (1834). 
This work, the result of the labor of 
15 years, contains the biographies of 
upwards of 4,000 musicians, and a 
dictionary of more than 5,000 musical 
terms. In 1856, he published “The 
American Collection of Instrumental 
Music.” 


Frank Moore, son of Jacob Bailey 
Moore, Jr., was born at Concord, N, 
H., in 1828. He published “Songs and 
Ballads of the American Revolution, 
Loyal and Whig; with Notes and IIl- 
ustrations,” New York, (1856); “Cy- 
clopaedia of American Eloquence: A 
Collection of Speeches and Addresses 
by the Most Eminent Orators of 
America, with Biographical Sketches 
and J]lustrative Notes,” (1857); and 
“The Press of the American Revolu- 
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Number Magazines 


tion” (1858). The work on eloquence 
begins with the speech of James Otis 
on the “Writ of Assistance” in 1761 
and ends with the “New England 
Address of 8. S. Prentiss, delivered 
in New Orleans in 1845. The work on 
the press of the American Revolution 
embraces selections from magazines 
and newspapers between the passage 
of the Stamp Act in 1765 and the 
Declaration of Peacw in 1783, together 
with a number of unpublished diaries 
and letters written during the war. 
In addition to the books listed, Frank 
Moore contributed to the “New York 
Criterion” (1855-56) and to various 
American literary periodicals. 

George Henry Moore, a son of Jacob 
Bailey Moore, Jr., also became librar- 
ian of the New York Historical So- 
ciety and published a “Life of General 
Charles Lee.”

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PEPYS - A SILVER 
COLLECTOR 


The collector of old silver might 
well read Pepys’ Diary, if he is look- 
ing for a kindred soul in literature 
for the sharing of his interest. 

We know him mostly by the fact 
that he wrote a highly readable diary 
but his contemporaries probably knew 
him better as a promising young 
minister of the Restoration. Pepys 
had a keen appreciation of beautiful 
silver, according to his diary where- 
in he made many references. One 
reads: 

“Mr. Falconer came and visited 
my wife and brought her a present 
—a silver state cup and cover, 
value about three or four pounds, 
for the courtesy I did him the 
other day.” 

The following day, Pepys diary re- 
vealed he took the piece to the shop 
and exchanged it for a “fair tank- 
ard.” 

The next occasion for him to men- 
tion silver was when he received a 
gift of a pair of candlesticks. He 
confided to his diary: 

“The first man that ever present- 
ed me, to whom I have not only 
done little service but opportun- 
ity did him the greatest disservice 
in his business of accounts, as Pur- 


ser-general, of any man at the 
board.” 


In 1666, Pepys overhauled their 
household plate chest, rearranged 
things, apparently, and exchanged 
some of his specimens for ones he 
found more desirable. On this 92c- 
casion he chronicled: 

“Set off my cupboard very nicely.” 

Some paragraphs further he re- 
flected as follows: 

“One think I reckon remarkabie in 
my own condition is, that I am come 
to abound in good plate, so as at all 
entertainments to be served wholly 
with silver plates, having two dozen 
ang-a hall’ = ==9——

I dare hope 
I'll be able to go out for more stock to 
-accommodate those who were “left out.” 
Which other magazine aside from ‘our 
HOBBIES” could floor a person with a 
deluge of mail? — Beatrice Frye. 
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Wé regret to advise our readersthat 
Hobbies Museum will be closed 
to the public for the duration. A few 
groups that are booked for visiting in 
September and October will be carried 
through as ‘planned, but there will be 
no group booked after October 15 un- 
til the war is over. We have tried 
faithfully to carry on under increas- 
ing difficulties. We have been so 
short of help that it was all we could 
do to get the magazine to you. In the 
past year I have tried to finish my 
work soon enough to take people 
through myself at 4 o’clock every af- 
ternoon. It became quite burdensome. 
Often I still had the problems of the 
day on my mind and as it takes two 
hours to go through, you can imagine 
many a hot day it was exhausting. 
During this period I neglected my 
dentist and many other sacrifices 
were made to keep up this promotion. 
The faithful ones who remain here of- 
ten volunteered to take people through 
but I knew they were carrying all the 
work on their shoulders they should. 
Finally we concluded that it is best to 
stop trying to promote now and give 
all our time and attention to carrying 
HOBBIES through the war. Lately 
we could not get help to keep the place 
clean. After the war there will be 
plenty of help available. Then we can 
employ someone at a reasonable sal- 
ary to accompany people through at 
most all hours, 

Often our readers come from out of 
town and are disappointed because we 
could not take them through except at 
4:00 P. M. We hope they will under- 
stand the conditions under which we, 
a civilian business, are working. Some 
suggested that they could just walk 
through themselves. You cannot go 
through yourself for the simple rea- 
son that our plan does not ape 
the other museums. That would be 
extremely foolish. We do not have 
granite halls and showcases. On the 
other hand, the museum is designed 
on an entirely different plan. Thirty- 
one rooms portray how a hobbyist can 
take a spare room in his own home 
and turn it into a hobby room. Each 
room is separately lighted and the 
lights must be turned on as you go 
along. A visitor would get lost in the 
place and would be unable to find his 
way out. That is why it is necessary 
to conduct people through personally, 
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In the meantime we will continue 
to work on the museum aS much as 
possible. The main building is now al- 
most completed and we will start 
working in the Kohl Mansion which 
will be connected with the original 
museum. The Kohls controlled the 
Orpheum Circuit of theaters. It will 
add 18 more rooms. 

We will be in the market from time 
to time for entire collections that are 
not now represented in the Museum. 
We hope our readers will be patient 
when they visit Chicago as we assure 
you that after the war you will enjoy 
your visit much more than now. 

We expect to deed the Museum 
shortly to a worthy patriotic organi- 
zation so that it can be carried on in 
perpetuity and after we do that, we 
are going to accept donations from 
collectors. Many a collector does not 
care for the money and often he real- 
izes that his relatives do not care for 
his collection. He would like to have 
the collection properly preserved. In 
these cases, Hobbies Museum will af- 
ford a perpetual refuge for them. 
We have never, up to this time, ac- 
cepted any donations outside of token 
gifts that represented sentiment 
rather than intrinsic value. After the 
museum becomes a public institution 
we will alter our policy in this res- 
pect,

There is going to be a great deal 
said in this country about the gasoline 
situation when the attempt is made to 
restrict us further. The people are 
willing to make whatever sacrifices 
are necessary but they are going to 
speak their mind when bureaucrats 
attempt needlessly to restrict their ac- 
tivities and abrogate their rights. It 
was the distinct understanding with 
England that if we would help them 
in the Mediterranean they could open 
that artery to get oil from the Near 
East.

Its power was derived from steam. 

We recall that the two main de- 
bates around the stove in the country 
store were whether steam or gasoline 
would be the final power source for 
autos and whether the-chain drive 
(both wheels) would win out over the 
shaft or worm drive in the center. 

Steamers had power and speed; 
they carried gas for heating the wa- 
ter into steam. 

Stevens-Duryea was another big 
car and expensive too. Stutz was a 
racer and did its fastest racing in 
the stock market when a Mr. Ryan 
cornered most of the stock and ran it 
up to about $700 a share with every- 
body “short.” We had 50 shares in 
June, 1919, bought at 51; we sold for 
61 a month later and thought we had 
done extremely well; four months 
later the stock was selling at $600 a 
share.—Judy’s Magazine.
